DOMESTIC NEWS. 


Arthur’s Administration. 
Chicago, August 31.—In anticipation of 
President Arthur coming to this city, and it 
being his first visit since the Convention at 
which he was nominated for Vice-President, 
and after having held the position of Presi­ 
dent for cwo years, the Daily News sent out 
a letter to a large number of people, asking 
their opinion on his administration. They 
included all living members of the Republi­ 
can Convention which nominated him, all 
Members of Congress, both Democrats and 
Republicans, representatives alike of busi­ 
ness and literary men, divines, college presi­ 
dents, etc. In reply, between three and four 
hundred letters were received, which were 
published this morning, filling fourteen col­ 
umns in very fine type. Nearly all of them 
are more or less cordial indorsements of his 
administration, Ameng them are flattering 
indorsements from Charles W. Warner, Geo. 
William Curtis, Heury Ward Beecher, Har­ 
riet Beecher Stowe, D. L. Moody, Senators 
Frye and Dawes, Richard Smith and Murat 
Halstead, the Cincinnati editors, Senator 
Henderson of Indiana, George B. Raum, 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue, Hon. 
Frank Pix'.ey of California, Brick Pomeroy, 
J. B. Bslford of Colorado, and “ What are- 
we-here-for ” Flauigau of Texas. 
Mark 
Twain gives his indorsement as that of one- 
fifty-miliionth part of the population, aDtl 
advises the editor not to make up his mind 
till he has heard from the 49.999,999 others in 
the country. M. B. Stone Young, editor of 
the Nem, says it is not intended as a politi­ 
cal boom for Arthur. 
The -Strike or tlie Telegraphers. 
Chicago, August 31—General Superin­ 
tendent Clowry received a telegram this 
morning from Charles A. Tinker, Superin­ 
tendent of the Western Division of the 
Western Union Telegraph Company, dated 
New York, which reads as follows: ‘‘Six 
more operators came in frem the New York 
strikers to-day, making twenty-six in all 
here, and over ICO havo returned sines the 
strige in this division. Reports of further 
withdrawal from our force in any direction 
are false. All are sensational reports daily 
circulated through the channels of the 
strikers.” 
A QUESTION OF ENDURANCE. 
N ew Y ork, August 3d.—The strike now 
seems to have settled down to a question of 
endurance. Mr. Gould outlined this plan in 
his statement to a friend. While talking of 
the situation, he said the present strike was 
but a skirmish line prc j-:cted by the Knights 
of Labor, of which the Brotherhood is a 
branch. Every corporation, firm or indi­ 
vidual who employs a large number of men 
are interested iu seeing this movement de­ 
feated, for they knosv that its success means 
the success of the Knights of Labor. 0*iug 
to the great interests involved, the Western 
Union cannot and will not recede, no matter 
what its loss is or to what inconvenience the 
public is put. 
THE SITUATION IN CHICAGO. 
Chicago, August 3J.—The grand move­ 
ment on the part of the operators that was 
talked about so much yesterday has so far 
failed to materialize. The men continue to 
shake their heads ominously when spoken to 
about it, and say that it may be made at aoy 
moment. Each and every one of them pro­ 
fesses the profBundest ignorance of the na­ 
ture of the blow about to be dealt, but it is 
emphatically asserted by all that when it is 
given it will preclude all possibility of the 
further continuance of the strike. It is gen­ 
erally believed that some sort of a plan is on 
foot to induce the “ plug " operators to stop 
work and harass the Western Union into of­ 
fering double and treble the wages now being 
paid in order to secure men. The feeling 
among the strikers is very bitter against the 
men wbo renouccid the Brotherhood jes’er- 
day and returred to work. Members of the 
Board of Trade aro beginning to got. exasper­ 
ated over th* existing s: ate of p.ffairs. " It 
maybe afac’,” said one of them ’o-day, “tha" 
the Western Unioi is coming around 
gradually, but we can’t afford to have them 
come around graduaby. Here we are, { ros­ 
trated for want of prompt telegraph c immu- 
cica'.ior, and ara told that the company will 
soon be on its feet again. We den’c want 
it bood. We want it now. We can’s efford 
to wait for mouths, or weeks, or ev n days— 
and unless some sort of a settlement is made 
presently there is going to be a mighty Lig 
kick, ond don’t you forget it.” 
REFORTED ACCESSIONS. 
Superintendent Clowry, of the Western 
Union, has furnished the following card : 
Nsw Y ork, August 3d. 
To R. C. Clowry, General Superintendent Western 
Union Telegrapli Company: Six more operators 
came in from the New York strikers to day making 
twenty-six in all here, and over one hundred have 
returned since the strike iu this division. The re­ 
ports of fur’her withdrawals from our forces in any 
direction are false, as are all the sensational reports 
daily circulated through the channels of the sti ikers.

TAKING IN SAIL. 
Philadelphia, August 31.—The officers of 
the Philadelphia and Reading Railroad Com­ 
pany have arranged a system of telephone 
service, should the telegraph operators be 
ordered out b7 the Brotherhood. 
Is O’Donnell Phelan? 
K ansas Citt, August 3d.—A belief is cur- 
reut among irishmen here that O’Uonneii, 
who killed James Carey at Port Elizabeth 
last Monday, is identical with Captaiu Thoj. 
Phelau, of this city. Phelan left here for 
Dublin about two months ago, ostensibly to 
look after a legacy left by some distant rela­ 
tive. Bat little is known of his subs’qusnt 
movements, except that he arrived in Dublin 
during the progress of the Pfcteaix Park 
murder trial. 
The description, as given of 
O’Donnell 
by the Cape Town corre­ 
spondents, tallies exactly with that of 
Phelan, being six feet tall, about 45 
years of age, dark hair, blue eyes and 
with a slight paralysis of one hand. Phelan 
has resided in this city abouF twenty-five 
years, has taken an active part in local poli­ 
tics, and has been known as an avowed Na­ 
tionalist and a man of remarkable courage. 
He was withal an expert with rifle or pistol, 
and hes given some public exhibitions iu that 
direction. Ha revived the wound in the 
hand spoken of upon one of these occasions. 
He served as a Union soldier during the war, 
being CaDtain of a company from this 
county. The matter, although talked of 
among Phelan’s fiiends, has been kept very 
quiet, and nothing of the suspicions has yet 
appeared in the newspapers. 
Senate Committee on Labor. 
New York. Auiust 3d —The Uoited 
States Senate Committee on the question of 
labor will begin hearing of testimony regard­ 
ing the telegraphers’ strike in rcom 100 of the 
Poatr fEca building next Monday, at 10 
o’clock. The following practical telegraphers 
have been summoned to appear before tha 
cammittee: Johu Campbell, Master Work­ 
man of the Telegraphers’ Brotherhood; 
Harry W. Orr, of Philadelphia; John S. 
McClelland, Secretary of the General Exe­ 
cutive Commit’ee of the Knigh:s of Labor ; 
Eugene G. O’Connor, of Boston; John 
Mitchell and John B. Lallavalle. of this city; 
Thomas O'Rielly, of Lrndon, England ; A. 
H. Beyman, formerly manager of the Mutual 
Union Telegraph Company, and several lady 
operators. Among thcss §ub[¡eoaed from 
the Western Union Company are General 
Eckert, Jay Gould, Albert B. Chandler and 
James Gamble. 
Terrible Storm In New York. 
Rochester, August 3d.—The northern 
part of Monroe county, including the towns 
of Greece, Penfield and Irondequoit, was 
swept last night with a terrible storm of 
wind, hail and rain. Gram, and especially 
fruit, was badly damaged. Many farmers 
report losses of from $500 to $1,000, with 
many grape vines entirely mined. The hail 
killed birds and fowl, and brought blood from 
horses and cattle. The belt traversed by the 
Btorm is two miles wide by ten or twelve 
miles long. 
N ew Y ork, August 3d.—A tremendous 
s’orm occurred here yesterday. Rain fell in 
five hours 1.14. The wind at one time 
reached forty-five miles an honr. Consider­ 
able damage was done to fruit trees, etc., in 
the neighborhood. 
Lieutenant Robertson’s Account*. 
Chicago, August 3d.—A Washington cor­ 
respondent telegraphs that Adjnrant-General 
Green of the Department of Columbia has 
te!egraph»d from Vancouver to Adjutant- 
Geceral I)-urn a fall and satisfactory expla­ 
nation of Lieutenant Robertson’s repor’ed 
duplications of his June pay accounts, and at 


the request of the young man’s father, Gen­ 
eral Robertson. This was repeated to Secre­ 
tary Lincoln, to await his arrival in Chicago. 
It is believed that the charges will be with­ 
drawn and the order for court-martial re­ 
scinded. It appears that while Lieutenant 
Robertson was out with his regiment, at the 
headwaters of Lake Chilan, he obtained an 
advance from the post-trader there, leavicg 
his pay accounts as collateral, with the under­ 
standing that he would take them up before 
July. He was delayed with his men losger 
than he expected, and although money had 
been Bent by him to the post-trader, it was 
two days late in getting to him, as the 
account had been presented to and paid by 
the paymaster. As soon as Mr. Robertson 
discovered this he sent on the money to the 
Paymaster-General here, and would have 
telegraphed but was prevented by the strike. 
Bowloe In Minnesota—Ilanlan Again tbe 
W inner. 
M inneapolis, August 33.—Fully 50,000 
people gathered at Lake Minnetonka Wednes­ 
day afternoon to witness tha rowing race be­ 
tween Hanlan, Hosmer, Teemer, Plaisted, 
Lee and Riley. The race course was one and 
a half miles and a turn. The water was very 
lumpy, and rowing difficult. The start was 
had at 4:15. Th9 starters for the first heat 
were Plaisted, Lee and Teemer. Plaisted 
Bd for the first ha'f mile. Teemer following 
him cloeely. The latter then forged ahead 
of Plaisted, as did also Lee. Teemer won 
the beat in 21:50—Lee second. Plaisted did 
uot turn the stake. In the second heat Han­ 
lan, Hosmer and Riley started. Hanlan 
pulled away easily, cicsely followed by Hos­ 
mer and Riley, llosmer crowded the cham­ 
pion closely to the finish.

and a native of Ouio. 
O’DONNELL COMMITTED FOR TRIAL. 
Cape Town, August 33.—O'Donnell, who 
killed Carey, che informer, has been com­ 
mitted for trial on a charge of willful mur­ 
der. In the ordinary course of events, he 
will be tried at the Port Elizabeth Assigns 
in October. 
At the examination of O’Donnell, a brx 
waa produced belonging to tbe prisoner, la­ 
beled " Cnpie Town,” and containing a wood­ 
cut of Carey and a paper of American 
citizenship, dated Toronto, November, 
1876. Carey’s son was recalled, and 
denied that Kelley, the Irish passenger 
on the steamer Kinfauns Castle, was identi­ 
cal with Kavanaugh.

Colonel M. CeballoB seized 
the barracks, taking the Prefect prisoner. 
The Colonel aud his troops then broke into 
the houses of Rodrienguez, the Governor, 
Colonel Heneria, Chaves, Duasle and Sam- 
hrano, captured the owners and imprisoned 
them, with Cordova. Iieves and Vasques,who 
were brought from Manta. The excitement 
became intense when it was known that a 
body of young men were coming from Manta 
to attack the barracks. Ct b al les ordered 
Jose Cs.stro to murder all the prisoners if at­ 
tacks were made. Early in tbe morning an 
attack w3s made, and steer nice hours’ 
stormiog the town was taken. A number 
were killed, including Jose Castro. Ceballos 
escaped on horseback, and the remainder of 
the party took to the woods. Duasta, Vas­ 
ques, Reyes and Guerrara were fcund mur­ 
dered in prison, Hcreira was olive, although 
wounded in two places, BDd with a leg bro­ 
ken. A Court-martial was at once held on 
the leaders of tbe party captured, and four of 
them, Sanchez, Pincaye, Sambrano and Picon 
were publicly shet in the Equare of Monte 
Chiisti. 
France and China. 
London, August 3 i.—The general opinion 
here is that the aggressive policy assumed 
by Ghallemet Lacour. and the appointment 
oi Treeou as French Minister to China, were 
unfortunate circumstance», and that a peace­ 
ful solution r.f the Touquin difficulty is im­ 
possible. The Chinese consider that the 
French are determined upon the annexation 
of Acam, and that they desire to quarrel 
with China. _ The French will be unable to 
operate nntil November. The unhealthy 
season is affecting the young men among the 
French troops, and the hospitals are inade­ 
quate to accommodate the sick.

The Striking Telegraphers In Mexico. 
City of Mexico, August 3d.—Five strik­ 
ing operators of the Mexican National Rail­ 
way have arrived here, and state that they 
were employed as operators, and afterward 
given duties as station agents, for which 
bonds were demanded. They refused to give 
bonds, and demanded that their pay be in­ 
creased §30 a month. No attention being 
paid to the demand, they Bent in their resig­ 
nations on the 1st instant, to take effect at 9 
o’clock on the 2 J. The company refused to 
accept their resignations and pay the men 
for July, unless ten days’ notice was given. 
The operators Btopped work yesterday. Soma 
vacancies on the line were fined yesterday, 
and more operators go to work to-day. Pas­ 
senger trains are running on schedule time, 
and some freight and construction trains are 
running, but under difficulties. The strikers 
are all Americans, except one Mexican. Tbe 
telegraph company itself lost none of its 
employes. C.Bsplraey In Paris.

Preparing for the August and September 
Rush. 
General Passenger Agent Barnes, of the 
Northern Pacific, is apprised of the nearly 
completed arrangements for the care and 
comfort of Park tourists. The stage ser­ 
vice will be ample for every emergency 
during the season. From 80 to 100 horses 
for this Eerviee are being distributed 
through the Park.

They know some­ 
thing about tanning skins, aud their moc­ 
casins are probably works of art compared 
with such aa were made by the rnde beings 
of ages ago. Then they probably made 
tbeir moccaeius of shins from which the 
hair had not been removed. Perhaps they 
wrapped pxces of the skins of animals 
about the> feet, aad tied them on with 
thongs of the same, much aa at the present 
day we see men of our race tie pieces of 
gunny or barley sacks over their boots 
with pieces oi baling rope.

Money not Brains Determines Who May 
Vote—The Social Evil—Its Cause 
And a Remedy Adopted. 


L ondon, July 12, 1883. 
“ A reign of omnipotent fade.” Such 
was the expression used by Mr. Beresford 
Hope in the recent dehate on woman’s suf­ 
frage to characterize the tendency to inno­ 
vation and change which has so frequently 
assorted itself during the present session of 
Parliament. 
The phrase, however, was 
overdrawn, for many of the so-called fads, 
far from proving omnipotent, have been 
successfully resisted and squelched. Such, 
as your readers are aware, was the fate of 
the particular proposition that called forth 
this remark, though the small majority of 
1G against it, out of a total vote of 244. 
shows how nearly irresistible it was, and 
makes it certain that ere long it will come 
before the House again with increased force 
and prestige. The movement for confer­ 
ring the electoral franchise on females in 
this country must not be confounded with 
that going by a similar name in the United 
States, for the two are materially different 
from each other, as, in fact, they could not 
help being, owing to the different social 
and poiitical conditions existing in the two 
countries. Where all the men are allowed 
to vote, as in our country, a reform which 
proposes to admit women to the same priv­ 
ilege naturally asks for the enfranchise­ 
ment of all women, but where, as in Eng­ 
land, only a portion of the males enjoy the 
suffrage, it follows inevitably that only a 
limited franchise can be demanded for the 
females. The qualification for voters in 
Great Britain has always been a property 
one. 
QUALIFICATIONS OF VOTERS. 
At the present time a man to be eligible 
to vote for a member cf Parliament must, 
if he be registered in a county, be either a 
freeholder or the occupier of premises rated 
for taxes on the basis of a yearly rental of 
¡560. A freeholder can vote if the land he 
possesses be worth oniy $10, but as little 
land ever passes from its original owners, 
who are usually iarge proprietors, and as a 
$60 rent is a very high one fur a person 
living outside, of the large towns, the ccun- 
ty franchise is, as a matter of course, very 
limited, only the few voting and too many 
being debarred. In populous boroughs the 
case is different. There every bousenolder 
can vote, if he is rated for the relief of 
the poor, be his rental what it may, and 
even lodgers can exercise this privilege if 
wba- they pay for their apartnituta amounts 
to $05 annually. These conditions, how­ 
ever, exclude the majority of lodger3 and 
shut out not a few of the very poorest vo­ 
ters, so that the suffrage is limited even 
among the mala residents of the iarge 
towns. To aak for universal female suf­ 
frage would, therefore, under these circum- 
Etancssbc a gross ubBurdity, and to confer 
it a grave injuetico to the lords of creation. 
The most that could ba done with any 
show of reason was what has bcon done, 
namely, to ask that those women shall be 
admitted to the franchise who possess the 
property qualifications which are at pres­ 
eat required in male voters. Such was the 
limit of the propotul made in the House of 
Common» on Friday night by Hugh Ma­ 
son, and that gentleman answered his fel­ 
low members that rather than ask for more 
than this he would wash his hands of the 
matter entirely, a sentiment afterwards re­ 
iterated by other advocates of the measure. 
THE LIMITED CHAB.ACTEK OF THE DEMAND 
Had, doubtless, not a little to do in bring­ 
ing the motion so near its passage, just as 
the sweeping nature of the change asked 
in the United States has always of neces­ 
sity militated against if. In England, how­ 
ever, many other circumstances peculiar to 
the country have added strength to this 
movement. Not without effect naB it been 
urged again aud again by tbo3e who 
wo aid fsiu give* woman a voice in the 
eb'Ction of members of Parliament that 
th.s country has long been governed by a 
woman, and well governed. It is not 
known that the Queen personally favors 
tbe woman suffrage agitation, but certainly 
her position and character hare given it 
dignify and strength. Then, a cogent rea­ 
eon for the conservative change asked is in 
the comparatively large number of females 
ktre who iiave a financial interest in the 
g od government of the country, but who, 
uuder existing conditions, are allowed no 
Parliamentary voice in determining how its 
affairs shall be conduc ed. Of the 269,547 
land owners in England and Wales, 37,806 
arc women, a proportion of one in seveD, while 
in Ireland the proportion is one in eight. 
Assuming the same proportion with refer­ 
ence to householders, there are between 
300,000 and 400,000 women in the United 
Kingdom rated to the relief of the poor, 
paying the same taxes as men, having the 
same responsibilities and incurring the 
•ame penalties, who, nevertheless, are ex­ 
cluded from the Parliamentary franchise— 
ÍXED AND RATED WITHOUT BEING REP­ 
RESENTED. 
Biron De Worms, one of the Jewish M. 
P.’s, who brought out these points, also 
called attention to the fact that in tbe 
event of a borough being corrupted and an 
investigation following, tee expenses of 
such investigation would be assessed indis­ 
criminately upon all the rate-payers in the 
place, and he instanced a caso, that of the 
borough of Macclesfield, in which this had 
recently been done, the women who owned 
or held houses, though they had no vote in 
the election at which the corrupt practices 
occurred, having to pay an equal share of 
the damages with the men who did vote. 
Naturally such facts as these have great 
weight with persons given to reflection, 
and they doubtless have won friends 
among this class to the cause of woman’s 
enfranchisement. That, however, which 
has given the. greatest strength to the 
movement for allowing women to vote for 
members of Parliament, is the fact that in 
municipal affairs they already enjoy this 
privilege. They can vote for guardians of 
the poor, and also for school trustees, and 
indeed they are eligible to serve as mem­ 
bers of those Boards. So admirably, too, 
have they used the electoral power within 
this restricted sphere that what was at 
first only an experiment is now admitted 
by those even who most strenuously op­ 
posed it to be a grand success. Their votes 
in these local elections have bad a salutary 
effect on the constitution of the bodies 
concerned, and eo well have they acquitted 
themselves wherever they have become 
members of these Boards that their pres­ 
ence and services in this capacity ara said 
to be in demand everywhere. The argu­ 
ment from all this is plain, and with many 
members of Pari'ament, though not with 
a sufficient number, it proved irresistible. 
In the 
DEBATE AND VOTE ON THIS QUESTION 
There was a mixing up of parties et^b as 
seldom occurs here. Mr. Gladstone voted 
in opposition to the motion, but other 
prominent Liberals give it their support. 
Some of the strongest speeches in its favor 
were made by Conservativos, while, strange 
to say, the most vigorous speech on the 
other side came from a red-hot Radical. 
Sir Stafford Northcote, the leader of the 
Opposition, is favorable to the measure, 
and it has been advocated by many of the 
leading newspapers. Not tbe least promi­ 
nent, nor the least enjoyable, characteris­ 
tics of the debate were its humorous feat­ 
ures. Indeed, who ever heard a debate on 
the rights of woman, or even a reply to an 
ordinary toast to tbe sex, in which the 
laugh was not frequently raised ? On Fri­ 
day night the rule seemed to be that the 
more a speaker protested his seriousness 
the more the House was inclined to roar at 
him. By one not familiar with the lan­ 
guage spoken the whole affair might have 
been taken for a huge joke. One was for­ 
cibly reminded of the time when bonorable 
members used to enjoy their periodical 
laugh over the then ludicrons local option 
hobby of Sir Wilfred Lvw-oo, but that old 
time joke has now so far tickled its way iato 
favor that the present Government stands 
pledged to enact it as speedily as possible 
into a law. This is one of the “ fads” to 
which Mr. Beresford Hope referred. Pos­ 


sibly a like happy destiny may await this 
woman suffrage fad. But the House will 
be Bure to laugh even when it is finally suc­ 
cessful, just as it has always done on the 
many occasions of its temporary defeat. 
The subject seems to provoke merriment as 
naturally as the snu calle the eprine flow­ 
ers into bloom. The speeches on Friday 
night were, however, of a character to 
make 
LAUGHTER PECULIARLY APPROPRIATE. 
A quality ball was in progress at the time 
the debate was going on, and one of the 
speakers in accounting for the slim attend­ 
ance at one period, said he had no doubt 
many of the absentees were engaged in an 
exercise “ more congruous and agreeable to 
the opposite Bex than the duties of the Par­ 
liamentary franchise would be.” Another 
excellent hit was that by which Mr. Jacob 
Bright demolished rhe “ time immemorial” 
argument of these who contend that thir»g3 
should always remain as they are. “ If,” 
said Mr. Bright, “ we had always adhered 
to what was consecrated by time, instead 
of being the foremost nation on earth we 
should have been nothing but a group of 
painted savages." The remarks of Mr. 
Newdegate, though the House seemed to 
think them very funny, were neither very 
intelligible nor very complimentary. 
“ Men,”he said, “ had been expelled from 
the House because they were insane, and 
therefore unfit; bankrupts were unfit, 
women npt fit, priests were not fit.” This 
classification was most ungracious ; but the 
unkindest out ot all, and tbe one which 
many of the members seemed most to rel­ 
ish, was that dealt by an honorable (?) 
gentleman who suggested that it would not 
be safe to intrust the fair sex with the bal­ 
lot because of the influence exercised over 
them by the clergy. The clergy, be said, 
had entirely too much influence over men, 
but they had much more over women. So 
ran the memorable debate of last Friday 
night, with much more light comedy of 
the same kind, the discussion rising to the 
level of a dignified consideration of a eeri- 
ous and important subjeot only once in a 
while. One of 
THE MOST INTERESTING SPECULATIONS 
In connection with the possible enfran­ 
chisement of women is the influence they 
would exert on legislation affecting their 
own sex. That they would strive to be 
heard on such matters is unquestionable, 
and it is not unlikely that persistent agita­ 
tion on their part would effect some aston­ 
ishing changes. Nor is it presumable that, 
once enfranchised and called into the 
sphere af practical politics, any false sense 
of delicacy would prevent them from grap­ 
pling with the grave social problem&of the 
day, Indeed, it has been urged by a prom­ 
inent female advocate of the proposed 
change, that tbe representation of women 
in Parliament was necessary to the redress 
of certain social grievances, and particu­ 
larly to the better regulation of the social 
evil. With reference to the latter subject 
a wide sphere would open up to them, for, 
with perhaps one exception, there is no 
country on earth were thi3 excrescence on 
civilization flourishes in such enormous 
proportions, or flaunts such an unbluthiDg 
front, as in this. If the capital of England 
is not 
A MODERN SODOM, 
Then certainly surface indications most 
outrageously belie i ta true character. Re­ 
cently all classes of respectable citizens 
have been greatly aroused on this subject, 
aud one of the results is the passage by the 
House of Lords of what is called the Crim­ 
inal Law Amendment bill. The saddest, 
aud, at the same time, most obtrusive fact 
with reference to the Bocial evil as it exists 
in England, is the immense number of girls 
who fall under the curse just as they enter 
their teens. Statistics tell a fearful story 
oí th¡3 aspect of social life, but one who 
goes about this great city with his eyes 
aad ears open will learn quite enough from 
personal observation. The extreme youth 
of the majority of those who obtrude 
themseircs on public gaze makes one won­ 
der, first, what becomes of those who have 
giown ‘o maturity in the traffic ; and, sec­ 
ondly, how the brazen army of juveniles is 
recruited. The latter problem has for some 
time occupied the attention of the peers of 
this realm, and the bill they have just 
passed gives us their answer to the question, 
aud also the remedy thoy propose. As 
usual the chief burden of responsibility is 
laid at the door of teen. These children of 
the pave, we are given to understand, are 
WRECKS STREWED ALONG THE SHORES OF 
LIFE 
By the vile passions of the opposite sex. 
They fell because at a precarious period 
they were presented with a strong tempta­ 
tion, if not, indeed, absolutely coerced into 
wrong doing. Against the fiends in mascu­ 
line form whom their lordships thus regard 
as the base authors of most of this juven­ 
ile wickedness and woe, the law just en­ 
acted hurls its severest penalties. For 
abusing a girl under 12 the punishment pre­ 
scribed is penal servitude for life, or not 
Ives than five years, at the discretion of the 
Court, with the indignity of whipping ad­ 
ded on. Another provision makes the car­ 
nal knowledge of a girl of or uuder the 
age of 16, and above the age of 12, ob­ 
tained either with or without consent, a 
misdemeanor, punishable with a maximum 
penalty of two years at hard labor. Addi­ 
tional provisions of the bill visit penalties 
equally severe on those who harbor girls 
under 16 for immoral purposes, and give 
magistrates the power to commit girls thus 
found to places of refuge which will be 
provided, it íb assumed, by private charity. 
Had 
THE VOICE OF VIRTUOUS WOMANHOOD 
Been properly heard in the flaming of this 
law it is hardly conceivable the measure 
would have gone to any fuither length 
along these particular lines, but that it 
would in that case have traversed lines 
which have been left unprotected in this 
effort of reform is rendered certain by the 
views which certain philanthropic ladies 
have expressed through the papers. One 
considers the new law lamentably deficient 
in that it provides no punishment for de­ 
praved women who may harbor and present 
to the next comer girls over 16 who may 
have left the parental roof in a fit of anger 
consequent upon some trivial assertion of 
parental authority. Doubtless, too, could 
women have had their way, the clause of 
the bill which makes it au offense for the 
fallen sisterhood to loiter and importune 
men on the public thoroughfares, would 
have been anpplemented by the amend 
ment of Lord Shaftsbury, which proposed 
to make it an offense for men to act simi­ 
larly toward the girls. But whatever itB 
deficiencies, the bill, so far as it goes, is a 
much needed and most salutary one, and 
as an honest effort to effect a reform in 
matters toward which the laws of this 
country have been in the past entirely too 
indnlpont, we bail its enactment with joy 
and heartily wish it a career of wide and 
long-continoei usefulness. 


Chinese Compositors — The Chinese 
compositor has a merry time. Oae wonld 
imagine he was on a six-day go aa-you- 
please walking match instead of setting 
type. He cannot sit at the case as cur 
printers do, but must constantly travel 
from one case to another, as the characters 
needed are so numerous and they cover so 
much space that it is impossible to keep 
them in anything like the room required 
for the ordinary case. In setting up a 
piece of copy the Chinese printer will 
waltz up and down the room for a few 
moments, and then go down stairs for a 
line of lower case. Then he takes the 
elevator and goes up in the third story 
after some caps, and then out on the wood­ 
shed after some astonishers. Intelligence 
in his case is not so much a requisite as 
being a good pedestrian.—[Pacific Printer. 


R oofing L in e n .—A new covering mate­ 
rial, called “ roofing linen,” has recently 
been introduced in Germany, which is 
about the thickness of common pasteboard, 
and consists of a layer of coarse linen be­ 
tween two layers of thin roll-paper, The 
cohesion of the three layers is effected by 
an asphalt composition of special make, 
called “ roofing paint.” It is stated that 
this paint should be freely applied to roofs 
immediately after their completion, and 
again about six weeks afterwards. This 
operation should, it would seem, be re­ 
peated every few years. The linen costs 
about lOd to lid per square yard, and the 
paint 10s to lls per cwt. Although this 
new method appears to have points which 
deserve commendation, a real estimate of 
its value cannot be formed until the mate­ 
rial has been exposed to the test of several 
years’ use.—[Scientific Press. 


THE KINGDDM OF HAWAII. 


GRAPHIC DESCRIPTION OF THE ISLANDS 
B ? A SACRAMENTAN. 


The Wonderful Volcanoes—Luxuriant Veg­ 
etation, Habits and Industries 
of the People. 


H onolulu (H. I.), July 10, 1883. 
E d s. R e c o rd U n io n : I have been visit­ 
ing the Ssndwich Islands for some time 
past, and thought perhaps some of your 
readers would be interested in a descrip­ 
tion of the kingdom of Kaiakua. I am 
stepping in Honolulu, the capital of the 
kingdom. It is a city of 15,000 inhabi­ 
tants, and presents a very pretty appear­ 
ance. There are quite a large number of 
beautiful residences and public buildings. 
The town is not compactly built, but scat­ 
tered over a large area, which adds much 
to the beauty of the place. There are two 
main business streets in the city, one of 
which is occupied almost exclusively by 
Chinese. They seem to be doing a large 
business in the manufacture of goods, 
wares, etc., beEÍdes competing closely with 
the white merchants in most every line of 
traffic. The natives exhibit little or no 
interest in any kind of business. 
There are several papers published here, 
both in Hawiian and American, which 
vary in size from 12x8 inches to the ordi­ 
nary-sized journal, with enough of reading 
matter to occupy your time at the “ break­ 
fast table ” while the waiter is getting you 
a rare steak. 
Business is totally suspended here at 5 
p. M-, and all the stores close, giving a 
chance to employes aDd employers to spend 
the balance of toe evening in recreation or 
promenading through the various places 
surrounding the city, which are indeed 
very beautiful, with their rows of magnifi­ 
cent shade trees overhanging the sidewalks 
and avenues wherever you stroll. Most of 
the business men live outside the city, 
where can be seen some very handsome 
cottages, each having a nice garden with 
walks and play-gronnds, ornamented with 
the palm, cocoanut, bread-fruit, pineapple, 
and several other choice trees, while 
beneath grow flowers of every description, 
which in comparison would make some of 
our California hot-houses blush for shame. 
THE DRIVES. 
There are many favorite drives extend­ 
ing a few miles around. The roads are 
good, especially along the sea coast to 
Waikiki, abont three and a half miles east, 
and is the bathing place of the island. It 
is a pretty little bay, shaded on one side 
by a grove of palm and cocoanut trees, and 
on tbe other by Diamond Head, which 
seems to be the remains of an old volcanic 
crater, reaching several feet over the 
ocean, its base extending gradually toward 
the mountain in the rear, forming a valley 
unequalled for its beauty. 
Another drive is that leading to the Pali, 
about six miles distant, and ending at a 
frightful precipice. Toe road for abont 
half way is good, which leads up through 
a valley with a mountain on either side, 
ascending gradually foi some distance, and 
then becoming almost perpendicular, reach­ 
ing a distance of about 2 000 feet. Na­ 
ture seems to have tried to exhaust 
herself in 
beautifying 
this 
piace, 
for the 
gardens 
in 
the city are 
more 
than 
equalled 
by 
the 
variety of flowers, growths of ferns, 
and delicious wild fruit that grow here 
wild and uncultivated. Here and there 
can be seeu native cottages, built of bam­ 
boo, thatched with moss or grass, and very 
neat from outward appearance. As we 
drew near the top we were compelled to 
walk, the road being very rough, but 
finally reached the top, on which there is 
placed an iron railing to prevent the trav­ 
eler from falling down the craggy preci­ 
pice, and leaning over 
WE GAZED DOWN THE STEEP EMBANKMENT 
For about 1,500 feet. Below lies a valley, 
reaching out to the ocean, which is about 
five or six miles wide and eight miles long, 
covered chiefly by sugar (tane aud rice. 
For a time we sat on the cliff, and viewed 
for miles around the wonders of nature. 
Picking some wild fiuit, and refreshing 
ourselves otherwise, we reluctantly turned 
toward the city, which we could see be­ 
neath us in the distance, satisfied with our 
drive, which we have repeated on several 
occasions since. 
Time passes very slowly here, for you 
see everything of interest in a few days, 
and nothing to amuse you, save to go to 
church, which seems to be indulged in by 
a great many. 
If you do not attend 
church, you are looked upon as a Door 
member of society ; for what they call the 
missionary element predominates, and you 
are soon branded if you are not found to 
adhere to their principles. The next and 
last place of amusement—there being only 
two—is saloons, which charge 25 cents for 
their beverages. The latter being too ex­ 
pensive, although acceptable once in awhile, 
have to be abandoned, so by this time I 
am quite a ehureh member. But whether 
from fervent prayer, the hot weather, 
home-sickness, or other causes, I became 
tired here, and took passage on the steamer 
Likeiike, bound for the Island of Hawaii, 
where the great crater Kilauea is situated, 
the largest of active volcanoes on the islands. 
Seemingly I was not tae only one going 
there, for on board I formed the acquaint­ 
ance of a dozen or more going on the same 
errand. We landed at Hilo after a pas­ 
sage of nearly two days. After a hearty 
breakfast we engaged horses for the trip, 
equipped ourselves with a rubber coat, hat 
and leggings, which we found afterwards 
to be very necessary, for though the sun 
pours down its rays 
HOT ENOUGH TO MELT THE BUCKLE 
On the saddle girth, the rain came down 
occasionally in heavy showers when least 
expected. It is understood that it takes 
ten hours to make the trip, a distance of 
thirty miles, and started with a well-in­ 
formed Hawaiian for guide, who assured 
us he would show us all the places of in­ 
terest. 
The road is exceedingly poor, 
which makes it disagreeable, but the 
scenery is beautiful, which helped to kill 
the monotony of the trip. The horse 
seems to be as well acquainted with the 
trails as the native guide, for he winds his 
way with care round cliffs and rocks ; on 
other occasions, while going through a 
grove of trees intermingled with a dense 
growth of under-brush, he would bend 
down or lean over to preEerve the rider, 
who was laying flat to keep from beiDg 
torn by the branches. 
We reached the Half-way House in time 
to have lunch, which consisted of a piece 
of jerked beef, bread, coffee and poi—the 
latter a native delicacy placed on the cen­ 
ter of the table in a large bowl-shaped 
wooden vessel, and is eaten by sticking 
the forefinger and thumb into it, substi­ 
tuting them for Bpoons, much to the dis­ 
gust of those who did not partake of it. 
Having h3d a good rest for horse and man 
we continued our journey, and reached 
the Volcano House, having made the 
trip 
quicker 
than 
we 
expected. 
A native in attendance at the hotel per­ 
formed the operation he called "Lummy, 
lummy,” or rubbing the limbs and sinews, 
which get somewhat contracted during the 
tedious ride. As soon as revived we com­ 
menced looking ronnd to see where the 
dining-room was situated, for we could 
hear the goug, which sounded very musical 
in our ears about this time, and so would 
anything with the sound of a call to din­ 
ner. We did ample justice to the supper 
prepared for us by the polite manager. 
An hour or so was spent in the spacious 
reading-room, before a large firs, which 
made things comfortable around, for by 
this time the weather became quite cool, 
we having reached an altitude of several 
thousand feet. However, we amused our­ 
selves by looking over the scrap-book or 
register, a large book in which each 
visitor writes his or her name, giving a de­ 
tailed account of incidents or accidents of 
the trip, etc. In looking over the register 
may be seen the autograph of many whose 
names are familiar in California, also some 
ecquaintances ; in fact, it abounds with 
wit. I 
HAPPENED TO SEE THAT OF MARK TWAIN, 
Which is amusing and interesting. By this 
time the guide made his’ appearance and 
led the way, taking us up a steep cliff, 
and below we beheld the crater, or what 
he called the prison of their old heathen 
goddess Pellia. Each of ns was furnished 
with a long stick, to preserve oureelves 


from falling while wending our way down 
the steep cliff to the object of our pursuit, 
which was about one thousand feet below. 
It would have suited us much better had 
he furnished us with a leather seat for our 
pantaloons, for going down the zizzag 
pathway we did not walk all the way, 
but was compelled to slide occasionally, 
but we finally reached the crater, on 
which was a large bed of cold, 
lava frozen on top into pieces of all shapes, 
forming rather a dangerous surface to 
travel on. Here and there can be seen 
crimson streaks bursting forth with dense 
volumes of smoke, making the air hardly 
fit to breathe, so full is it of the choking 
fumes of sulphur. We traveled for about 
two miles on this bleak surface, the guide 
leading us in different directions, while on 
either side were streams of fire dashing 
madly through crevices. Again he leads 
us on to a still prettier sight, eeemingly a 
reservoir of liquid fire about 300 yards 
across, surging, boiling and dashing against 
the sides in fury, like ocean waves beating 
against a rocky cliff. But eoon it sub­ 
sides, it becoming a little cool on top, like 
molten iron when the heat is taken from 
beneath it, and forms a heavy crubt, which 
again becomes too heavy for 
the 
liquid 
underneath, 
pieces 
falling 
through 
it 
on 
all 
sides; 
again 
the liquid fire is thrown into the air 
through the apertureB, illuminating the 
heavens for miles around. A moment 
later the whole surface across falls through 
and again upheaves. A sight more beau­ 
tiful could not be witnessed, nor could the 
pen of man fully and accurately describe 
this wondrons lake of everlasting fire. It 
was now after midnight when, tired and 
weary, we retraced our steps over the 
rugged lava, sometimes hearing it crack 
around us, but fully assured by the guide 
that there was no danger. He made his 
way for a light, which proved to bo a large 
lantern placed on a croes or monument, 
the latter being erected to the memory of 
a visitor whose curiosity led him thither, 
never to return, who found 
HIS LAST RESTING PLACE, A LONELY SPOT, 
To be visited by none save those who come 
to view the burning region. 
Next morning we started for Ililo, each 
taking a curio or piece of lava from the 
burning lake, in remembrance of the crater 
Kilauea, and landed at Hilo in time to 
take the steamer on her return trip to 
Honolulu, where we helped to celebrate 
the Fourth of July, which was a holiday 
here aud kept by most all classes of people. 
At sunrise, ncoa and sunset the national 
salute was fired, and one also by the 
United States steamship Essex, which was 
lying in port at the time. The houses 
of 
Americans were decorated with 
flags and banners, and in many places 
could he seen the portraits of George 
Washington and lady, Lincoln and 
Garfield, entwined in evergreens. At 
5:30 A 
-M. the people were on a move 
round the city, being aroused by the ring­ 
ing of bells from churches and engine 
houses, the firing of guus and pistols, 
bombs and firecrackers. Everybody was 
out to see the parade of the Horribles, 
which was to start immediately afterwards. 
The band of the Hawaiian Industrial 
School, in a large wagon, led the proces­ 
sion, which consisted of several original 
characters, 
much to the amusement 
of the citizens, both old and young. 
At 10 o’clock A. M the literary exercises 
took place in front of the Hawa'ian Hotel, 
a large platform being erected in beautiful 
grouads adjoining for the accommodation of 
those who took part, benches being placed 
all round for the convenience of the audi­ 
ence, while the dignitaries of the kingdom, 
such as 
THE KING AND ROYAL FAMILY, 
Occupied conspicuous ¡ ositions on the bal­ 
cony of the hotel. The Hon. R. M. Dag­ 
gett, the American Minister, President of 
the Day, called the assemblage to order, 
and in brief but eloquent remarks eulo­ 
gized tbe American citizens on their patriot­ 
ism and devotion in bringing about and 
maintaining a free Government for the peo­ 
ple, for their keeping up and honoring 
the nation’s birthday, and those who 
assisted in its salvation. 
He then 
introduced Mrs. Hendry, who read the 
Declaration of Independence in a very able 
manner. The Orator of the Day, Dr. M, 
L. Ruth, of the United States steamship 
Essex, was then introduced, and spoke for 
over an hour and a quarter, goiDg over the 
history of the country for over one hun­ 
dred years. He was frequently interrupted 
by outbursts of applause, and he certainly 
did credit, not only to himself, but to the 
people he represents. The national Bcngs 
were sung by a 3elect choir of ladies and 
gentlemen, the audience joining in the 
chorus, and the Royal Hawaiian Band sup­ 
plying the music. At the close of the ex­ 
ercises every one was invited to partake of 
refreshments, consisting of ice cream, 
lemonade, fruit, etc. 
The festivities of the day wound up with 
a grand invitation ball aud supper, given 
at Music Hall, which was decorated taste­ 
fully with Hags aud bunting entwined with 
evergreens, while baskets of choice flowers 
and young paimB added considerably to the 
appearance. At 9:30 the grand march 
started, which was indulged in by about 125 
coupleH, very gaily attired, each one think­ 
ing they outdone the other in dress and 
appearance, the ladies loaded down by 
long trains of satins or silks, fixed off, as 
they supposed, with all the embellish­ 
ments of nature, while tbe gentlemen did 
not go so much to the extreme, although 
the swallow-tail predominated. Of course 
the assemblage was composed of 
NONE BUT TIIE ELITE OF HONOLULU, 
But did not Beem to have the pleasure or 
sociability connected with it that can be 
found in an American ball-room. Wealth 
regulates the social standing, be they white 
or colored. The King and family were 
present, they being the only ones I noticed 
of a browny color, although there were 
many half whites. Two Chinamen made 
themselves conspicuous behind the Scenes, 
occasionally serving out lemonade to those 
who wished to refresh themselves. It is 
useless for a Honolulu audience to try to 
get along without John being in attend­ 
ance. The officers from the EaBex were 
also in attendance, and made a brilliant 
display with their fancy uniforms, which 
brought back the remembrance of days past. 
Dancing was indulged in until 2 A. M. 
with the exception of an intermission for 
supper, which was indulged in by all. Be­ 
fore dispersing all joined in singing the 
“ Star-Spangled Banner,” and thus ended 
the festivities. 
I havs visited one or two plantations 
here. They are chiefly worked by Chinese, 
but in some caBes by Portuguese, with 
white foremen. It is a very poor country 
for white labor, with the exception of 
skilled workmen, who can always And em­ 
ployment. In fact, a 
WHITE LABORER COULD NOT I.IVE HERE, 
For he could not get wages enough, the 
market being ruled by “ Kanakai,” Chi­ 
nese and Portuguese; the latter being 
brought here by contract. The English 
steamship Hankow arrived last week 
with 1,141 emigrants, brought here by the 
labor and supply company, which is com­ 
posed of plantation owners and capitalists, 
under contract for three years to work 
for 
$16 per month, or $9 with 
board. Toe Government upholds them in 
this mode cf slavery, makiDg it a 
criminal offense for any of them to deviate 
in any way from the contracts, and like 
the negro at one time in the South, if he 
chances to run away from his master, he 
is taken to court and punished by fine or 
imprisonment, or by both. He can at any 
time buy hia freedom by paying his owner 
a certain sum of money, more perhaps than 
he can save during his term 'of service. 
It was a heartrending sight to see these 
poor creatures landed on the wharf, and 
driven like so many cattle to a pen or en­ 
closure made for this express purpose, and 
guarded by about fifty special policemen, 
deputized by the minister to aid them in 
their noble enterprise, and to see that none 
escaped. Many ot them have wives and 
families, and at the time of writing this letter 
all have been shipped to other islands to 
work on the plantations. This is what I 
would call the supply company. They 
supply the poor emigrants with whatever 
articles of clothing, cooking utensils 
and 
other 
necessaries 
he 
needs, 
charge them exhorbitant prices, and 
deducts it from their small income. 
This latter statement I cannot vouch for, 
but I am told that it is true by good 
authority, one who w»b eye-witness in one 
instance where they charged $2 for a pair 
of overalls and $1 50 for a jack-knife. 
Of such is the Kingdom of Hawaii.

TRAVELS Iff GERMANY. 


SCENES IS PRAGUE, THE CAPITAL OF 
BOHEMIA. 


Vienna the Beautiful City—Tomb of Max­ 
imilian—Catacombs—Fine Parks— 
The Population—Etc. 


[For the Record-Unios by Prof. E. Kemen. ] 
We had just arrived at Prague, the cap­ 
ital of Bohemia, at the close of my last 
letter. The city, as seen at a distance, 
rises in tiers from the water’s edge on the 
slope of a lofty eminence ; the aspect and 
form of its numerous domes, turrets and 
spires appear grand and imposing. Tower­ 
ing majestically above the rest of the city, 
the “ Hradschin,” the ancient palace of the 
Bohemian Kings, commands the attention 
and admiration of strangers. This castle 
is remarkable for its huge size, its won­ 
drous interior arrangements and its his­ 
toric associations. Within its inclosure are 
the Cathedral of St. Veit and tho Church 
of St. George, the oldest in Prague, dating 
from the year 920. The cathedral is filled 
with curiosities. It contains great treas­ 
ures, not merely in decorations bat in solid 
gold and silver. Besides the mausoleums of 
many Kings and Emperors, the tombs and 
shrines of St. Wenzel, St. Veit and St. 
John of Nepomuk, are loaded with precious 
metals. In the neighborhood of the Hrads­ 
chin are the palaces of the Grand Duke of 
Tuscany, of Prince Schwarzenberg and of 
Count Czernin. In another part of the 
city is the palace of Prince Tnurn-and- 
Taxis, a most magnificent building, which 
contains many art treasures. In the 
PICTURE GALLERY AT THE PALACE 
Of Notitz originals of Albrecht Duerer, 
Van Dyke, Holbein, Rembrandt and Rn- 
bens, attract the attention of visitors ; the 
library contains a manuscript of Coperni­ 
cus. A highly interesting monument is 
the palace of the celebrated “ Wallen­ 
stein,” which, in its bright days, is said to 
have been filled with splendors. One of 
the curiosities of Prague is the massive old 
bridge over tbe Moldan, which connects 
the Alstadt with the Kleinseite. 
Its 
length is 1,S00 feet. It is adorned with 
fifty-live statues cf saints, among them 
that of St. John of Nepomuk, the patron 
of bridges, who was thrown from the 
bridge by order of King Wenceslaa IV., 
because he would not divulge the secrets 
which the Queen had confided to him in 
confession. A chapel and altar have been 
erected on the spot and are visited by 
thousands of pilgrims. At the west end 
of the bridge stands a high old watch 
tower or gate, ornamented with sculptures 
and devices and rich in historic associa­ 
tions. At the east end is the Karlsdenk- 
mal. a monument which was erected in 
1S48 to commemorate the five hundredth 
anniversary cf the University of Pregue, 
Not far from this bridge is 
THE CLEM ENTIN CM, 
A vast building forming part of the univer­ 
sity, with the faculties of theology aud 
philosophy. Its library contains 100,000 
volumes. The Carolinum, or university 
proper, lies in another part of the city. 
The University of Prague was founded in 
134S. It is frequented by about 1,500 stu­ 
dents at present ; but when^the celebrated 
John Huss began to teach those doctrines 
which caused him afterwards to be burnt 
alive at Constance, it is said that 15,000 
students resided in Prague, of which num­ 
ber two-thirds seceded and, scattering over 
Europe, became the founders of the Uni­ 
versities of Leipzig, Heidelberg and Cra­ 
cow. The Jews are very numerous in 
Prague and occupy a part of the city called 
Judenstadt, or Jewish town. In former 
times they were forbidden to reside in any 
other part of town, and were punished if 
found after 8 o’clock I', si. outside of their 
quarters. 
Now, however, they may re­ 
side wherever they please. From Prague 
a few hours ride will bring you to 
VIENNA, THE BEAUTIFUL ISIPERIAL CITY. 
At Vienna the Danube expands in two 
broad arms and two smaller rivers cross the 
town. The city is divided into two parte— 
the interior city aud the exterior city. 
Strange to say, the interior city is the 
smallest of the two, and has less than 
100,000 inhabitants, while the exterior has 
800,000. They are separated by a wide 
glacis which was formerly encircled bj a 
rampart. The exterior city is composed 
of thirty-four suburbs, some cf which 
offer a handsomer appearance than the in­ 
terior itself. A number of the principal 
streets lead to the Stephaosplatz (square), 
in th8 center of the town. This is the 
liveliest portion of Vienna. The St. Ste­ 
phen’s Church, with its lofty spires, looms 
up high above all ether edifices, and can be 
seen from all parts cf the city. This 
cathedral is a master-pieee of antique Ger­ 
man architecture, and dates from the year 
1144, although it was only finished in the 
fifteenth century ; within its navs there 
are thirty-eight altars, 'i'ho aspect of tbe 
interior, however, is rather gloomy. The 
tower, built of granite blocks, is the high­ 
est in Germany—442 feet. As interesting 
as the view over the whole city from the 
balcony of this tower may be, 
THE CATACOMBS OF TIIE CHURCH, 
Which extend far underneath the adjoin­ 
ing streets, are no less so. The catacombs 
contain thirty large vaults, including the 
tombs of many Princes. 
Noteworthy 
among the public squares are 
the 
“ Miehaeler Platz,” on which stands the 
“ Barg,” or Imperial residence. The “Hof” 
has in its center a column and hand­ 
some fountain. Here the Minister of War, 
Latour, fell a victim to popular fury in 
1S48. The “ Graben” and Stephansplatz 
and the adjoining streets are the rendez­ 
vous of the fashionable world. On the 
“ Neumarkt” is the Capuchin Church, 
which holds the imperial family vaults. 
On the " Spitalphlatz” stands the old 
opera house; the new opera house is lo­ 
cated near the Burgthor, and is one of the 
finest in Europe. On the “ Lokowitzplatz” 
is the Austin Church, the most inviting of 
Vienna, which possesses a magnificent se­ 
pulchral monument of Archduchess Mary 
Cnristina, made by the master-hand of 
Canova, and also 
THE TOMB OF THE UNFORTUNATE EMPEROR 
MAXIMILIAN OF MEXICO. 
The “ Petersplatz” and the University 
square are also worth seeing. The “ Para- 
disBgarten” and " Volksgarten” are two 
public parks. In the latter is the cele­ 
brated “ Theseus” temple with a Tneseus 
group by Canova. The principal streets of 
Vienna are the 
“ Kaerthuerstrasse,” 
“ Ringstrasse,” “ Kohlmarkt,” “Graben,” 
“ Gisela” and “ Rudolph” streets, etc. 
Over a hundred palaces adorn the Austrian 
capital, among which are, besides the resi­ 
dences of the imperial family, those of 
Prince Esterhazy, of Prince Metternich, of 
Prince Lichtenstein and of Count Czernin. 
(PriDce Lichteustein is one of the wealth­ 
iest Princes in Europe). Vienna is well 
provided with public edifices and with art 
collections and museums. The Imperial 
Museum in the Belvedere has over 2 000 
paintings of all schools. Remarkable is 
also the riding-school of Vienna, which is 
the largest building of the kind in the 
world ; and the passion of the Empress of 
Austria for equestrian exercise has much 
contributed to its embellishment and im­ 
portance. The surroundings of Vienna are 
beautiful. A splendid view of the city and 
the country can be had from the hills of 
Galizin, Turkenschanze and Kahlenberg. 
In the suburb Leopolstadt lie the celebrated 
“ Prater” and the “ Augarten.” The for­ 
mer is to Vienna what tbe Bois de Bou- 
longe or Champa Elysees are to Paris, and 
deserves some description. 
t h e “ pr a t er” 
Is a park of great dimensions, with fine 
walks and lawns. Five fan-like avenues, 
each of which offers its peculiar features, 
cross it. One of them passes the Deer 
Park. Along the principal avenue are the 
Imperial Garden and Villa, the Zoological 
Garden and splendid cafes. On Sundays 
and festive days this avenue is the Ccrso 
of Vienna, where thousands of elegant 
equipages, horsemen and pedestrians of the 
fashionable world meet. Past the “ Ron­ 
deau” lieB the race-course, In a third av­ 


enue the mass of common people hold their 
sway, although the spirit of caite is less 
noticeable in Vienna than in most capitals 
of Europe, and high-placed persons do not 
disdain to mingle with the common people. 
Between the principal avenue and the so- 
called Fire-works square is the “ Wuer- 
stelprater,” the favorite pleasure ground of 
the middle class and ordinary people. 
Here are numbers of taverns, concert and 
dancing halls, tivolis, music hands, pano­ 
ramas, circus aud recreatioue of all kinds. 
Bacchus and Amour, Mars aud Venus, which 
may be met with almost everywhere, 
make, perhaps, a rather rude appjaranee 
here. 
LIFF. IN VIENNA 
Is very gay ; festivities in winter are of 
frequent occurrence. 
Strangers feel at 
home and do not meet with any national 
prejudice on the part of the inhabitants, 
who are a pleasure-seeking and liberal- 
minded people. There is something of the 
chevalresque politeness of tho Spaniards 
in taeir manners. For instance, the ordin­ 
ary salutation in good Bociety is : “ I kiss 
your hand, sir,” or maaam. Their gaiety is 
somewhat noisy and boisterous, but polite 
and not unbecoming. Besides the German 
element, which is in the large majority, 
the different races of which the Austrian 
Empire is composed, are also represented. 
The Czechs, Slavonians, Hungarians, Kro- 
atee, Poles, Dalmatians, Armenians and 
Albanians mingle their picturesque costumes 
with those of the Germans at Vienna.

HOW THE EAST LOOKS AFTER TWENTY 
YEARS' ABSENCE. 


A Sacramentan Viewing Things from a 
California Standpoint—1The Tewks­ 
bury Affair—Etc. 


N ew b u b tpo b t, Mass., July 24th, 
A few lines for the R ecord U nion from a 
Sacramentan who is wandering through 
Yaukeedom may be of interest to your read­ 
ers, and espscially thoss whtss early homes 
were among Nsw England's hills. While an 
absence of twenty years reveals some changes 
to the writer, yet it is easily discernible that 
New Englanders are quietly pursuing the 
even teraor of their way.

The shoemaker is faithful to :he lap, de­ 
voutly confident that full fiunion is the 
guerdon of a well-grounded hops, and that 
the vigilant and pitieot will receive the 
recompense <f rea ard when the soul snail 
have rjat ;i is p-rfect condition. Tae 
small-fisted farmer cultivates his acre and a 
half of corn and pumpkiue, and carefully 
eyes his fattening shote, with an assiduity 
which tells of that which is “ ths substance of 
things hoped for, and the evidence of things 
not seen.” 
A certain writer has said that in order to 
raise pigs it is not necessary to live like one. 
Nowhere in this great E P.uiibus Uuurn is 
the science of living so carefully studied here 
as at the East. 
These -small farmers aad 
artisans own neat and tidy homes, whose ap­ 
pearance speaks unmistakably of thrift and 
happiness to the pasee.- by. Fortunes are 
not made in a day, neither are they lost. 
The almighty dollar comes slowly and goes 
a long way. Patsing along tho utreats of a 
New England village ycu notics a simplici y 
of dress which cannot but favorably impress 
yon, and tacitly you admit that a well fitting 
muslin is far more pleasing to the eye than a 
dowdy satin, and ycu rec ill the old adage : 
“ Beauty when unadorned is m >st adorned.” 
Oae who has wandered away acd mingled 
with a c emopolitau people for a score of 
years will, on returning, be often reminded 
of what the Jewitli maiden said to Peter : 
“ Thy speech betr.aytth thee.” The Califor­ 
nian who visitB Yanke: laud should bo very 
careful in the selection of hií words, for 
there is no force fcere in the terms “ fonr 
bits,” "so long,” "stay with ir,” "get. away 
with it,” “ sand,” etc. “ You bet ” thtre 
isn’t. A certain philologist fiiggesta that the 
inhabitants of a country may pitch their 
voices in harmony with the prevailing ele­ 
ments ; that those who inhabit high, morni- 
tainoue regions speak in sharp, shrill tones, 
while those who live in the lowlands by the 
ssa use the guttural, in imitation of the h >arse 
roaring of the waves. H >w universally this 
may apply would be difficult to ascertain; 
but it is easily observed that while Vermont­ 
ers might teach you “ haow ” to milk the 
’’ cao we,” those who live near the coa- 1 might, 
inform you that you could not eajoy “ barf ” 
the pleasures of the season without going to 
the beach to take a “ bartb.”

I was prepared to look complacent­ 
ly upon this phase of the matter, being some­ 
what conversant with the mathematics in 
vogue on the Pacific coast; but there were 
other minnt::e which bothered me just a lit­ 
tle. notwithstanding I had actually seen the 
“ bad man from Bodie.” When it was dis­ 
closed that out of seventy-two foundlings 
which had been sent to the institution ody 
one lived to grow up, I could not help think­ 
ing that it was the hardest place for babies I 
have ever heard of. And it was further 
disclosed chat of tho “ meek, lowly poor ” 
who were kindly sent there, 
“ To husbar.il out life’s taper at the close,” 
A large percentage of the bodies, after 
having a dollar’s worth of mummery said 
over them, were carted off to Harvard s dis­ 
secting-room, there to be skinned and then 
chopped up in the interests of Belenes. Yep, 
skinned 1 And here I must again allude to 
this economical science cf living; for in 
Puritan Massachusetts, the esthetic old Bay 
State, the school house of America, it has 
been discovered that the skins of human be 
ings, when well tanned, make excellent slip­ 
pers, gloves, pursep, etc. I say when it was 
shown that the bodies of these unfortunates 
had actually been skinned, and their bodies 
had been sold for the purposes abovementioned, 
notwithstanding my schooling in the ethics 
of Occidental life, 1 winced a little, and the 
peculiar sensation is upon me still. Carlyle, 
in his “ French Revolution,” tells of a tan­ 
nery at Mendon where the skies of such of 
the guillotined ae were worth Haying were 
tanned and made into breeches, shoes aud 
the like. Then the skins of the aristocracy 
served to clothe the peasant, but that rotary 
motion which governs all has reversad the 
order, and now the skins of the piupers fur- 
Dish articles of luxury for the rich. How­ 
ever, the law of compensation adjusts all 
inequalities, and another turn of the wheel cf 
time will no doubt give the pauper his share 
of this peculiar material for wearing apparel. 
It is not a very pleaeaot subject to enlarge 
r.pm. Just think of it. When we are exam­

Salisbury Beach. This beach is the scene of 
Whittier’s beautiful poem, “ Tent on the 
Beach.” It is a most beautiful strand, from 
which the eye rests upon a boundless expanse 
of ocear. At full of tide the long lino of 
sand Kills which skirt the shore is washed by 
the advancing surge-’, and at ebb 
The beach birds dance and the gray gulls wheel 
Over a floor of burnished steel.” 
Ten miles out into the Atlantic is the lele 
of Shoals, a famous pleasure rerorr, particu­ 
larly attractive to those who delight to lure 
the finny tribe from their watery home. I 
have recently visited its fishing grounds and 
enjoyed the sport of palling in two hundred 
feet of line and about one hundred pounds 
of cod—not, however, at one pull. And now, 
having enjoyed a visit of about six weeks in 
Massachusetts and Maine, I shall soon turn 
my face towards the setting sun.E psilon.

DETECTIVE PHOTOGRAPHY. 


The Use to Which Sunlight Was Put in 
Some Famous Cases. 
For several years D. N. Carvalho, the 
photographer, now of West Thirteenth 
street, has made a specialty of the delicate 
use of photography which is brought into 
play more and more in connection with 
criminal cases in which disputed hand­ 
writing, forgeries, counterfeit money, etc., 
are features. The business is almost end­ 
less in its ramifications, and the results 
now achieved are the outcome of years of 
experiment, and the photographic expert 
becomes in the end an expert in handwrit­ 
ing. Most of the famous cases in which 
forgery was concerned have occupied Mr. 
Carvalho’s attention, and his gallery of 
records is an interesting illustration of 
what perseverance and ingenuity, aided by 
photography, can do toward solving appa­ 
rently hopeless mysteries. To a reporter 
of the Evening Post who visited his studio 
he said : 
“ We can do a gTeat many things to 
bring the truth to light by the aid of pho­ 
tography. There is scarcely a case nowa­ 
days in which it is not brought into play 
if disputed handwriting is concerned. Of 
course the most famous case of the kind of 
late years was the Morey letter case ; there 
is a photograph of the Morey letter up 
there in a corner. It yet remains a mys­ 
tery, but we are certain Garfield did not 
write it. I first found by photography that 
the envelope bad been tampered with by 
the following process : Cutting the envel­ 
ope open e o as to get a single thickness of 
paper, I put it between two sheets of plate 
glass and placed it where the sun passed 
through it, the camera being placed on the 
shady side. Although no half erased writ­ 
ing could be detected on the envelope with 
the naked eye or a glass, the difference in 
the thickness of the paper where erasures 
had been made showed plainly as the light 
came through more clearly, and the half­ 
erased words which gave rise to so much 
discussion were discovered. 
“ Below the Morey letter is a photo­ 
graph of the signature of Alonzo C. Yates. 
Yates, yon may remember, was a rich 
Philadelphia clothier, who late in life 
married a cook in the Astor House, and 
died, leaving a million or so to the wife. 
The daughters by a first wife disputed the 
the signature to the will. I was employed 
by John D. Townsend to show the genu­ 
ineness of the signature. We got thirty 
or forty genuine signatures of Yates ad­ 
mitted by both sides, and showed that a 
man never writes his name the same way 
twice. Then I took tne signature of the 
will and another admitted by both sides 
and enlarged them both until each was 
nine feet four iuchss long. The peculiari­ 
ties of the writing became so apparent 
when shown upon that enormous scale, the 
signatures were so evidently by the same 
person, that the contestants gave up the 
case.“ There is a portrait of Theophilus 
Youngs. He married a clairvoyant many 
years ago in Boston and disappeared. His 
widow pretended to recognize his body in 
one that wai found in the bay soon after, 
and he was given up as dead. Some years 
after his father died, and the widow put in 
a claim for a share of the property. The 
contestants, by whom I was employed, con­ 
tended that YoUDgs was alive, and eventually 
produced him in Court. The alleged widow 
refused to recognize him, aud I was called 
upon to prove him to be the mm. The 
widow produced a photograph, which she 
said was one of the genuine Youngs, her 
husband. A good many years had passed, 
and although the likeness was a strong one 
there was enough difference in the appear­ 
ance of Young3 and the photograph to 
make a jury hesitate. I put Youngs in the 
same position in which he was taken in the 
picture, the genuineness of which was ad­ 
mitted, and made a photograph of the 
same size. Then the likeness became more 
apparent, but exact measurement showed 
the two faces to measure the same in all 
respects. For instance, the distance be­ 
tween the month aud the eye, which is 
seldom the eatne in two persons, was ex­ 
actly equal. Then one picture was made 
transparent and Buper-imposed over the 
other, and the two facts matched perfectly. 
The jury decided that the claimant was 
not an impostor. 
“ In the case of Hall, the head clerk of 
tho Newark Treasurer’s office, everything 
depended upon showing that he had 
changed a figure 5 into a figure 3. He ran 
away to Canada, and was brought back on 
a charge of forgery. His counsel claimed 
tljat the figure had not been changed, and 
that if the mark of an eraser was found and 
the figure 5 had been changed, it was 
caused by the accidental slip of an ink- 
eraser used in the margin. I made photo­ 
graphs of the page, and by means of astere- 
optieon threw a picture of that particular 
picture upon a screen ten feet high. Upon 
that scale several interesting things eame 
out. 
It was seen very plainly tbat the 
figure had been altered from a 5 to a 3, but 
the erasure had been made with a different 
materia! from the erasure in the margin. 
We tried a rubber ink-eraser, and the re­ 
sult was the Bame as seen in the margin. 
Then we tried a steel penknife, and the re­ 
sult enlarged a thousand times was the 
same as seen over the figure 3. This dis­ 
posed of the * accident ’ theory, and Hall 
was convicted. 
“ I was employed in the Cadet W hitta­ 
ker case, and worked for weeks at the fa­ 
mous ‘letter of warning,’ a few words 
scribbled on a piece of paper, which Whit­ 
taker was suspected of writing. All the 
cadets weie called upon to give specimens 
of their handwriting, and the writing of 
No. 27 was declared by the experts to be 
tbat of the note of warning. I believed 
that it was not, and taking the specimens 
of No. 27’s writing upon which he was sus­ 
pected, I duplicated the ‘note of warning,’ 
cutting the same letters out of 27’s speci­ 
men and placing them together as nearly 
as possible in the order of the famous note. 
It was a work of tremendous labor, but 
when done it showed the innocence of 
No. 27- It was suspected that the 
scrap 
of 
paper 
upon 
which the 
‘ note of warning ’ was written was torn 
from a letter-sheet which W hittaker sent 
to his mother, but that theory was dis­ 
posed of upon enlarging the two edges to 
the size at which a line cambric needle 
looks like a crowbar. Then it was seen 
that the two edge3 had never been to­ 
gether. The verdict in the Whittaker 
case was finally reversed upon the ground 
that the Court had come to a decision from 
the examination of lithographs of the 
‘ note of warning,’ which I proved, by 
comparison with a photograph, were incor­ 
rect. W hittaker, by the way, is teaching 
school now in the northern part of this 
State. He made speeches for Cleveland in 
his neighborhood last autumn. 
“ There is another branch of my busi­ 
ness which is far less known than the de­ 
tection of peculiarities in important docu­ 
ments. I am often called upon to de­ 
termine the value of diamonds. The busi­ 
ness began in this way : A well-known 
and expert diamond merchant on Broad­ 
way near Bond street was one day last 
year offered a large and exceptionally fine 
diamond by a stranger, who wanted $8,000 
for it. The expert of course put it to all 
the tests known in the business, examined 
it under a glass, weighed it, and studied 
it under all conditions ; it was so tine a 
stone and the Drice asked was so large that 
no test was neglected. The stone was 
superb, and the expert finally offered 
$7,000, which sum w»3 accepted, and the 
stranger disappeared. 
The next day 
another diamond expert was invited 
to come in and look at the bargain, 
for the gem was apparently worth at least 
$20,000. The second expert looked at it 
for a long time, and then suggested that I 
should be allowed to test it by photogra­ 
phy, for there were certain reflections in 
the stone which were puzzling. It was 
brought to me, and I put it into a lead 
ring and sent the ray from a camera 
throng'd it ; instead of coming out clear 
and distinct, the light would not pass 
except in a confused manner. It acted 
upon a ray of light jnst as two fine lenses 
act when joined by Venetian turpentine. 
Such a joint in glass cannot be detected 
even with a magnifying glass, but pass a 
ray of light through and there is trouble. 
Upon applying chemicals our splendid dia­ 
mond came apart, leaving two fine stones 
admirably joined. They were worth $1,250 
apiece, ana were Bold for that.”—[New 
York Post.

BINTS ON BLEEP. 
The question of chief importance to 
most people in these overwrought, wakeful 
days and nights is how to get good sleep 
enough. Dr. Corning drops a few simple 
hints that may be of value. In the first 
place people should have a regular tima 
for going to sleep, aud it should be as soon 
as can well be after sunset. People who 
sleep at any time, according to convenience, 
get less benefit from their sleep than 
otherB ; getting sleep becomes more diffi­ 
cult ; there is a tendency to nervous excit­ 
ability and derangement; the repair of the 
system does not equal the waste. The 
more finely organized people are, the 
greater the difficulty and the danger from 
this cause. The first thing in order to 
sleep well is to go to bed at a regular 
hour, and make it as early as possible. 
The next thing is to exclnde all worry and 
exciting subjects oi thought from the mind 
some time befoie retiring. The body and 
mind muBt be let down from the high- 
Drcssure strain before going to bed, so tbat 
nature can assert ber right supremacy 
afterward. Another point is, never to 
thwart the drowsy impulse when it comes 
at the regular time by special efforts to 
keep awake, for this drowsiness is the ad­ 
vance guard of healthy, restorative sleep. 
Sleep is a boon which must not be tam­ 
pered with and put off, for if compelled to 
wait, it is never so perfect and restful sb if 
taken in its own natural time and way. 
The right side is the best to bleep o d , ex­ 
cept in special cases of disease, and the po­ 
sition should be nearly horizontal. Finally, 
the evening meal shonld be composed of 
food most easily digested and assimilated, 
so that the stomach will have little hard 
work to do. A heavy, rich dinner taken 
in the evening is one of the things that 
murder sleep. Late suppers with ex­ 
citing food3 and stimulating drinks make 
really restorative sleep next to im­ 
possible. 
Narcotics are to be avoided, 
save as used in cases of disease by compe­ 
tent physicians. The proper time, accord­ 
ing to Dr. Coming, to treat sleeplessness 
is in the daytime, and it must be treated 
by a wise and temperate method of living 
rather than by medicines. This is good 
common sense, says the New York Star, 
from which paper we copy, and doubtless 
a vast deal of the debility, nervous de­ 
rangement, and the insanity of cur time 
would be prevented by more good, restful, 
natural sleep.

SUN SPOTS AND EARTH PHENOMENA. 
Tho scientific world is again agitated re­ 
garding the disturbances noticeable in the 
atmospheric envelope of the sun. That an 
unusual number of sun spots have been 
this [j ear observed . is agreed, But as to 
how far they have an effect upon the ele­ 
ments on this earth, the scientists are very 
far from agreement. Very naturally the 
occurrence of cyclones and tornadoes, ex­ 
cessive rains and great floods, epidemic 
and phenomenal elemental disturbances in 
a year when numerous observations show 
that there are more than the usual number 
of spots on the sun, and that there are 
fearful commotions upon the faee of the 
surface of the surrounding matter, or en­ 
velope, of the luminary that rend its tex­ 
ture, and exhibit evidences of a violence 
that human imagination cannot even grasp, 
all these incline men to believe in a direct 
relation between them. But it may be 
stated that there have been years when the 
earth has been quite as much afflicted as in 
this one, when the sun spots have not 
multiplied, nor have shown any sudden 
changes, and when there have been no evi­ 
dences of unusual disturbances in the sun’s 
atmosphere. It does not follow, therefore, 
that becanse solar storms prevail at this 
time of such an awful character, and of 
such stupendous magnitude and terrible 
fury, that the phenomena has a direct re­ 
lation to elemental troubles of our own 
sphere. The truth is that in the present 
state of scientific investigation the matter 
is not one so settled a3 to prevent a reason­ 
able existence of two distinct beliefs upon 
the question of the relation of solar storms 
to earthly phenomena. But there is un­ 
questionably strong testimony in favor of 
the theory that the solar influences 
referred to are more frequently observable 
in their results upon solar matter at times 
when there are great floods and heavy 
wind-storms on earth than at other peri, 
oda. Jclinek was not able, after all his 
researches, to arrive at the conclusion that 
the evidence warranted the verdict, on his 
part, at least, that the sun-spots were the 
cause of atmospheric disturbances on this 
globe, because he could not detect any 
influence upon the earth’s temperature at 
the time when it should have been mani­ 
fest, if the theory is sound that the sun­ 
spots create or augment mundane elemental 
disturbances. Bat South, Stone, Gould 
and Proctor have fonnd that the tempera­ 
ture 
at 
the 
earth’s surface was 
lowered during 
the 
solar disturb­ 
ances, while Chambers found that in India 
it was raised. It is admitted that Langley 
has established quite beyond dispute that 
the sun spots are rents in the clond 
envelope of the sun, and from this fact 
many astronomers hold that there can in 
reason be no relation between earthly and 
solar physical disturbances, siDce the 
theory has feundation that the body of the 
sun to its heart is an intensely heated 
mass, and the vapors surrounding it are 
ahifting and constantly exhibiting the mu­ 
tations noticeable in our own atmosphere. 
But while Herscbel maintained this view, 
Proetor denies the circumstances of the 
solar orb and atmosphere so different from 
our air end earth, that the comparisons are 
unsafe. 
The years ISIS and 1S79, 
according to Professor Kirkwood, were 
those 
of 
spot 
minima, 
and 
in 
those years the earth’s surface was re­ 


markably calm and undisturbed. 
But in 
18S0 we entered a year of great convulsive 
activity, and toward its close, he adds, the 
solar spot maximum was reached. 
In ac­ 
cordance with the theory of relation noted, 
this is testimony tending to establish as 
fact the connection between solar and 
earthly disturbances. 
It is small comfort 
to learn from Kirkwood that the periods 
between the laet two spot minima were 
greater than any immediately preceding. 
He records, also, that sun spots and prom­ 
inences increased from January to July, 
1881, and at no time was the sun’s 
disk free from them. 
Since then the 
record of the spots 
has shown a 
general increase, and the solar disturbances 
have augmented, while the fluctuations in 
the way of diminished numbers of spots 
and lessened solar commotions have been 
Blight. Astronomical science, therefore, 
leaves the lay mind in an unsettled state, 
but with a preponderance of testimony in 
favor of a theory very disturbing to the 
nervous and timid and those inclined to 
anticipate all kinds of evil for this much 
vexed globe. 
UNSANITARY HOMES CF THE RICH. 
Generally the belief obtains that un­ 
sanitary conditions prevail mainly in the 
quarters of the poor. But Charles F. Win­ 
gate, in a recent able paper, has demon 
strated that very largely the homes of the 
rich arc in a wretched condition, because 
of the defective plumbing, bad ground 
drainage, the carelessness of servants, and 
the lack of ventilation; and this is especially 
true of the houseB of the wealthy in great 
cities. 
The new residence of the Duchess 
of Connaught, says Dr. Playfair, is almost 
a pest-house from the prevalence of sewer 
gas. The costly houses of Murray Hill are 
but little better off, as regards domestic 
sanitation, than the tenements of Baxter 
street. Proper ventilation in many of the 
great houses of the land is a lost art, and 
the upper rooms are constantly poisoned 
by the vapora from damp cellars and de­ 
fective cold-air registers. Water tanks 
and cisterns are contaminated by soil 
pipes, and sinks and fixed washstands are 
storehouses for the seeds of disease. 
Of 
351 houses examined in Chicago, 55 per 
cent, proved to be imperfect in drainage. 
In St. Louis the health authorities reported 
no <fne house with proper drainage in IS79. 
In Brooklyn the finest homes on ‘'The 
Hights, ” swept by ocean winds daily, are 
polluted by sewer and cesspool gases. Like 
reportB come from Washington, Philadel­ 
phia, Cincinnati and San Francisco. The 
cause is attributed to the deceit of plum­ 
bers, who are, by sharp competition and 
the greed of builders, forced to palm off 
poor for good work, and to the careless­ 
ness of men of wealth who intrust the 
sanitation of their homes to contractors 
and incompetent persons. A mansion in a 
New York city, costing §75,000, was found 
to have no flue in it that would “ draw,” 
the bath-room ventilation was by a transom 
over a bed above, and one of the first occu­ 
pants of that bed died of typhoid fever, 
Plumbing practice has not developed as 
rapidly as other mechanic arts, and even 
where good workmen are found, they are 
not permitted to do first-class work, for 
the conscientious worker must yield 
to the exactions of contractors who 
are 
encouraged by the 
offers of 
plumbers reckless as to the results 
of their “ jobs.” In small towns, where 
good plumbers are not usually to be found, 
the case is worse, as the whole work is 
otteneat left to tinsmiths who are unquali­ 
fied for the important trust. In the case 
of fine houses built for rental in cities the 
situation is, in the majority of cases, very 
bad, and drainage, ventilation, trapping 
and ground purification, are of the poorest 
quality. Even at Beaside watering places 
there is very little improvement, and 
typhoid fever and malarial diseases are 
quite as prevalent as elsewhere, and solely 
because of the defoctive sanitary arrange­ 
ments of the hotels and dwellings. Busi­ 
ness men prematurely age and grow worn 
and haggard in appearance, and this is at­ 
tributed to the badly drained and poorly 
ventilated offices they occupy in the cities 
in the majority of cases. Wingate’s Is a 
sweeping indictment, and we are confident 
that he has not greatly overcolored the 
picture he draws. But it is to be borne in 
mind that the people are awaking to a 
realization of the facts. Dealers in first 
class plumbing supplies declare that within 
a brief time the demand for such goods has 
very greatly increased. The agitation of 
sanitary questions by the press has called 
public attention to their importance, and 
there is reason to believe that within the 
next four or five years a radical reform 
will be worked in domestic sanitation 
throughout the country generally. The 
people have disabused themselves of the 
idea that the sanitary dogma is merely the 
extravagance of alarmists and sanitary 
engineers, Boards of Health and physicians. 
The demand for fresh air íe a rapidly grow­ 
ing one on the part of householders and 
rentere. We are firmly fixed in the belief 
that the day of unsanitary conditions in 
public buildings and mansions of the rich 
is nearly ended, and that a more enlight­ 
ened sentiment is taking the place of the 
carelessness of the past regarding the sani 
tary regulations in municipalities, and 
their enforcement in all residence and busi­ 
ness quarters. There can be no question 
that in the light the sanitary science now 
shedsi the past in our houses regarding in 
telligeat sanitary regulations is revealed as 
a wretched one in the majority of cases, 
whether the home is that of the rich or 
the poor man. 


THE RESULT OF A GUBERNATORIAL 
SENSATION. 
Pending the investigation of the abases 
in the management of the Tewksbury 
Almshouse in Massachusetts, and Gover­ 
nor Butler’s prosecution of the charges, 
cousiderable horrifying teetimony was pub­ 
lished, that appeared to prove there was a 
loose management in some respects and a 
great deal of inhumanity in the institu­ 
tion. But a defense was made, and it re­ 
futed the great majority of the charges, 
and established that for the most part the 
trade in corpses was not chargeable to the 
Almsmouse authorities, and did not ex­ 
ceed lawfai permission. 
But it is not 
necessary to rehearse the facts. Suffice it 
to say that the investigation did not yield 
as much political capital for General But­ 
ler as he hoped, and left him with but a 
tanned hnman bide as a solitary trophy. 
There were submitted majority and mi­ 
nority reports of the investigating com­ 
mittee. 
The majority report arraigns 
Governor Butler for an attempt to make 
the investigation yieldhim political ammuni­ 
tion. He condncted the inquiry not for 
the purpose of correcting abuses and doing 
justice to the fair fame of the Bay State, 
but to bring himself into prominence as a 
reformer, and with a view of advancing his 
own ambitions ends. He was so imbued 
with this spirit, that his prosecution be­ 
came persecution, and his assaults upon 
public institutions of the highest standing 
were intended to bring them into disrepute •- 


without sufficient reason. Instead of send­ 
ing the Attorney-General or some other 
official to conduct the examination of wit­ 
nesses, Butler himself left the Guberna­ 
torial chair to become presecuting attorney 
in the case. He was dramatic in his man­ 
ner, sensational in his methods, and 
constantly posed for 
effect before 
the whole country. 
The examination 
was most of the time typical of those com­ 
mon in a metropolitan magistrate’s crim­ 
inal court. Instead of seeking out corrup­ 
tion and its causes, with a view to apply­ 
ing remedies and punishing criminality, 
Governor Butler dwelt so long and so ur­ 
gently upon the sale of dead bodies and 
the tanning of human skins, as to impress 
the people with the idea that that was the 
sole business of the officials of the alms­ 
house. 
The impressions created by so 
much of the testimony as has been pub­ 
lished abroad are not justified by a review 
of all the evidence. In his closing argu­ 
ment, according to a reputable Eistern 
journal, the Governor descended to the 
meanness to declaim about the aristocrats 
of Massachusetts wearing slippers made of 
tanned human hides sent from Tewksbury. 
To say the least, such a descent to petti­ 
fogging disgraces the Governor of a sov­ 
ereign State. But the facts are, that the 
Governor secured only a minority report of 
his own Board, and the majority report 
sets out clearly, and with no uncertain 
comment, that the almshouse was about as 
well managed as are most such institutions ; 
that the mismanagement complained of 
was, in the main, corrected years ago, but 
that some looseness, not amounting, how­ 
ever, to criminality, still remains. No 
corruption on the part of officials or em­ 
ployes was disclosed, but the books were 
not as well kept as they should have been. 
The dead bodies sent to medical institutes 
were bo forwarded by direction of an act 
of the Legislature, and the sensational 
statements relative to tanning human skins 
had its foundation in the fact that some 
parties not connected with the almshouse 
in any way, secretly tanned human ekin, or 
procured it to be done as an experiment, 
and in two of the four cases it turned out 
that the bodies from which the skins were 
taken did not come from the almshouse. 
The whole affair, which at first promised to 
be so effective a weapon for Butler, turns 
out to be precisely the opposite, and will 
not only not popularize him, but actually 
render him more unpopular than ever, if 
that can be, and if he again claims the 
votes of the people it is entirely probable 
that they will tell him at the polls that 
they are satisfied with their experiment, 
and do not propose to repeat it. 


STATUS OF A POPUL1U DEBATE IN 
ENGLAND. 
The agitation of the chief politico- 
social question in England has assumed a 
curious, not to say an amusing phase. 
We have already noted the remarkable 
vote in Parliament of 11G ayes to 132 noes 
on the proposition to extend the Parlia­ 
mentary franchise to women, who would, 
if they were men, under the qualifications 
for its exercise, be privileged to vote. 
Thus, where a singlo woman was a bur- 
rough rate-payer, she would be qualified 
as if she were of the male sex and a ratc- 
paper. On its face the common justice of 
this proposition would seem to be undeni­ 
able, as it is simply a question of repre­ 
sentation. But we must remember that 
prejudices íd England are as strong as with 
us, and that while woman in that country 
has greater strength in Parliament on a 
test vote by far than Bhe has in the Amer­ 
ican Congress, yet in fact woman suffrage 
has really made greater advancement, and 
woman’s admission to political and equal 
rights with man has been more favorably 
received, with us than in England. This 
is due, in part, to our system of inde­ 
pendent State Governments. Now the 
proposition referred to, and which called 
forth so close a Parliamentay vote, has 
caused a division among the friends of 
woman’s cause. 
In that country this 
cause has engaged some of the best intel­ 
lects of the nation, and it has as fair a rep­ 
resentation from all walks and classes in 
reputable life as any other reform measure 
before the country. It is a reform there of 
long growth and slow processes, hut in all 
its history there has been no step backward, 
though it has suffered by the defection of 
some prominent statesmen. The peculiar 
division within its ranks referred to arises 
out of the proposition voted on in July. It 
was by one class held that the scheme 
would give the privilege to only single 
women, and to this the married women 
demurred. The spinsters, who as such 
would be favored by the measure, were 
indignant that under the Act they would 
be cut off on marrying, and now those who 
hold that a married woman is represented 
sufficiently through her husband's vote are 
not afraid to give voice to this prejudice, 
and add to it the argument that to admit 
married women to the privilege may seri­ 
ously divide households, and may tend to 
disrupt domestic relations. In England 
married women within a year have, by Act 
of Parliament, been secured in the right to 
control, independent of covertnre, their 
own property, such as they acquire by 
their own industry, or aB comes to them 
by gift or devise. Now, ask these women, 
“ If as spinsters we may be enfran­ 
chised because of 
property posses­ 
sions, why should we be deprived 
of 
direct 
representation 
because 
of marriage ?” And to this question there 
cannot be made any fnll and complete an­ 
swer, for the logic of the argument bears 
but the married woman’s claim. But it is 
as yet impossible to bring the Englishman 
up to a point when he can look beyond his 
strong prejudices against extending the 
Parliamentary franchise to the wife, al­ 
though he is perfectly willing to admit it 
to the widow and the maiden. In this 
condition of things, with the advocates of 
the women themselves at cross-purposes, 
there is some probability of the cause tak­ 
ing harm. 
Notwithstanding the Parlia­ 
mentary defeat of the measure referred to, 
the debate daily grows warmer, and its 
spirit loses nothing of vigor as it pro­ 
gresses. But still the student of modern 
history and political progress and the in­ 
stitutions of Governments, will find in the 
present situation of the woman suffrage 
question in England evidences pointing to 
its ultimate triumph. And this must have 
an important influence npon the broader 
question of similar character in America. 


ANOTHER BEAUTY PROMISED. 
England has discovered another beanty, 
who is said to eclipse the Jersey Lily com­ 
pletely. It is to be hoped that she does, 
since oar expectations regarding that per­ 
sonage were raised to snch a pitch that 
realization was a sad disappointment, and 
gave Americans a very poor opinion of 
English taste. Nevertheless Mrs. Langtry 
is a handsome woman, and in the matter of 
complexion is probably the fairest seen in 
America—at least so say the critics. But 
the Lily, by most immodest behavior, has 
fallen from esteem, is despised by onr 
women, to whose verdict onr men implicitly 


bow, and however beautiful, can no more 
find favor in American eyes. It is for this 
that England proposes to make another 
venture, aud eend us another example of 
her types of womanly beauty. 
Our 
cousins on the other side are fairly warned 
that in this case we shall credit nothing to 
their taste and judgment until we shall 
have seen and judged for ourselves. We 
on this side the pond have become rather 
skeptical of things over which John Bull 
goes wild, be it .beauty, art or talent, and 
have on more than 
one occasion 
very plainly manifested our lack of 
concurrence with him in these matters. 
However, the new beauty will he judged 
on her merits, and if she be found worthy, 
America will find no difficulty in produc­ 
ing a dude to match her, who has more 
money than brains, and more discretion 
than the notorious Gebhardt. The new 
candidate for favor in the tournament of 
loveliness is the widow of Alfred Maddick, 
a London solicitor who has conveniently 
taken himselt off to the hereafter, and thus 
left the new beauty with a decided advan­ 
tage over the husbanded Langtry. Like 
the latter, however, she has taken to the 
stage as a profession, and iike the latter, 
too, she is no actress, and has no capacity 
to become one, however much she may try. 
She appeared as Lady Clancarty at the 
Gaiety Theater, and by her signal failure 
to cry “ help, help,” after the conventional 
manner, and as if she really were in need 
of a knight to save her from great and im­ 
pending danger, she brought down the 
house in screams of laughter. She next 
essayed Alice Wenlock in “ Youth,” and 
again gave evidence of her incapacity. 
According to the correspondent of the 
Philadelphia Telegraph, her cne method of 
expressing emotion is to squeeze the fore 
finger of her left hand with her right very 
hard, and then to wriggle hor body as 
if the Asiatic cholera really possessed her, 
suggesting cramps rather than anguish. 
But—and hero is the popular feature— 
she is a beautiful creature, before whom 
even Helen of Troy would have to yield 
the palm. She has large, dark eyes, that 
are unspeakably expressive and beautiful ; 
her profile is exquisite, the mold of her 
form superb and ravishiDg, and her smile 
is as enchanting as the syren’s song. She 
is as graceful as a fawn, and altogether a 
splendid creature to look upon, and a mar­ 
velous beauty. So runs the tale, and as 
half the world just now makes interest for 
itself in the doings of the beauties of the 
day, “ the Maddick ” will probably oust 
from the public notice and the news dis­ 
patches the fading Langtry, whose retiracy 
from public gaze will be deemed a special 
and merciful dispensation. In the mean­ 
while we can only invoke the fates to save 
us from “ the Maddick,” as they did not 
from the unblushing Langtry. The Asso­ 
ciated Press, having due notice of the ad­ 
vent of the new English beauty within 
the year, has ample time in which to p*e- 
pare muzzles for the impressionable report­ 
ers whose ideas of Occidental tastes 
have been so sadly at fault ever since the 
Lily arrived, and they began to inflict us 
daily at breakfast time with unutterable 
twaddle about that notorious creature. 


BOOK REV1LW3. 


LINCOLN AND THE PRESIDENCY. 
It is said that there is serious considera­ 
tion being had in certain quarters of the 
proposition to present the name of Secre­ 
tary Lincoln as a candidate before the Re­ 
publican National Convention for the 
Presidential nomination. The sooner the 
schemo is abandoned the better. Mr. Lin­ 
coln has no claims whatever for considera­ 
tion in this direction. This will be obvious 
at a glance. If he is nominated for the 
Presidency it will not be because of his 
great public services, commanding talents, 
broad governmental experience or states­ 
manlike qualities. He is undoubtedly a 
good man, of fair ability, and representa­ 
tive in his life of good citizenship. But 
beyond this, what is it that tends to make 
him especially desirable as a candidate ? 
Goodness, reserve of habit, integrity, are 
qualities to be looked for, but theee alone 
do not call the attention of the people to 
men fitted forthe Chief Magistracy. If then 
Lincoln is to be pushed to the front as a can- 
ditate, it must be because of the tradition 
related to the name he hears. Now, the 
American people cannot afford to present 
men for office simply because of the his­ 
toric prominence of their ancestors. To 
put a man into the Presidency because he 
is “ the son of his father,” is a concession 
to the spirit of aristocracy, and historical 
lineage 
cannot with safety bo con­ 
fessed to be 
sufficient 
cause for 
promotion 
to 
the 
Presidency 
without opening a door which we may 
never be able to close. All such sugges­ 
tions are directly and openly antagonistic 
to the spirit of American institutions. A 
modern philosopher, hearing a youth boast 
of the spurs his grandfather wore in bat- 
tie, turned upon the bit of effeminacy, and 
exclaimed, “ Well, sir, what are you I ’ 
The renown of a distinguished ancestry 
may invest a family with honorable pride, 
but it can never be written into letters 
patent for official preferment. Mr. Lin­ 
coln is the son-in-law of Judge Harlan. If 
we elevate the sou of Abraham Lincoln to 
the Presidency, shall not the next gener­ 
ation do likewise for the grandchildren of 
the martyred friend of freedom ? Shall 
we not Eet up a liae of hereditary descent 
to the houses of Lincoln and HarlaD, 
and close the lists to others ? No. 
Every man must stand upon his own legs, 
base his claims upon his own merits, and 
take nothing by reason of heredity. In 
the case of Mr. Lincoln, let us ask, if he 
was not the son of Abraham Lincoln 
would any one dream of proposing him for 
the Presidency ? Evidently the country 
must respond “ No ” to the question. 


N o s a v a g e attracted more attention to h im s e lf in 
modern times than Cetewayo. He was a remarkable 
person in several respects, having been crowned by 
Sir Theopbiius Shepstone in the preseuce of 10.000 
warriors; having made a most determined resist­ 
ance to English authority, and for a considerable 
time resisted her arms, and having been made a 
captive by tho British, transported to England, 
restored finally to his native land and reseated on 
his throne, and haring now at last perished at the 
hands of those o f his own race. 


E vidently the Democratic platform in Pennsyl­ 
vania, just adopted, is the dictation of ex-epeaker 
Randall.

JameB T. White & Co., San Francisco, 
have D. Appleton k Co.’s cheap (50 centi) 
edition of Herbert Spencer’s “ Data of 
Ethics.” We believe in cheap editions of 
standard works. In fact the world is under 
obligations to the publishers of the age for 
the system they have set up of presenting the 
best literature of the era in forms which 
place it within the reach of the humblest. 
We care very little what was tbs actuating 
cause ; probably it was that of gain—no 
matter, the world benefits by it just theeame. 
We know of scarcely any modern work which 
should be more widely known than the one 
under notice. The reception of the book by 
scholars has been such as to make its popular 
circulation all the more deeirable. It is 
scarcely necessary to speak at length of tbs 
volume itself—that has already been noticed; 
but it is timely to note a few points in pre­ 
senting the new American edition. The 
work does not profess to be a system of mo- 
raiity, but the preliminary part of such a 
system, its aim being to verify and deepen 
the scientific foundations of an ethical 
method. Scientific morality, though by many 
hsld to be but one of the vagaries of skepti­ 
cal timss, Í3 not novel; for, as Spencer 
points out, morality is a fact within 
tie scope of human experience, and 
ti be reasoned about just like other sub­ 
jects. In the introduction to the new edition 
the writer holds that the rationalistic method 
in morals is as old as the classification of ac­ 
tions into reas inabie and unreasonable, pro­ 
per and improper. It has long been fully re­ 
cognized that ethical rules have a basis in the 
nature of thing1’, and that tho right and 
wrong of human actions is to be determined 
by their good and bad consequencas, But 
this involves the element of cause and effect, 
which obviously open3 the subject to legiti­ 
mate scientific inquiry. Moreover, we have 
long beard of moral laws and moral princi­ 
ples, yet the determination of laws and prin­ 
ciples is clearly the proper work of science. 
That the scientific idea is valid in this sphere 
has also been abundantly attested, even by 
theologians who have writton treatises upon 
“ moral science,” and recognized the scien­ 
tific element of the subject in many ways. 
Spencer’s study of ethics a; a separate branch 
of science therefore is mad9 in the light not 
only of scientific method, but of all ths other 
sciences which will bear upon it. The intro­ 
duction to the volume contains also Goldwin 
Smith's article on Scientific Morality, the 
reply of Spencer to Professor Smith, and Le 
Sueur’s criticism of Smith’s Review. 
Volume LXV. of the International 
Scientific Series, from the press of D. Ap­ 
pleton & Co., New York, is at hand from 
James T. White k Co., San Francisco. It 
is entitled “ Man Before Metals,” and is 
from the pen of Professor Joly, the accom­ 
plished scientist of the faculty of Toulouse. 
No more faithful or capable scholar ccuid 
have been chosen to treat of the interesting 
subject of the antiquity of the human race. 
We have lead Professor Joly’a work with a 
degree of interest that by no means attaches 
to books of this cla33 as a rule, for he has 
managed to invest his subject with an earn­ 
estness of interest that the reader cannot fail 
to respond to, and at the same time he hos 
employed a simplicity of diction that is pe­ 
culiarly charming. Ia other words, this vol­ 
ume is one that popularizes itself, and the 
popularization of scientific subjects is al­ 
ways to be desired. The author, in treating 
his subject, proceeds upon the theory that 
the only trustworthy annals of primitive 
humanity are these found in the written 
book of Nature, and that therefore to it we 
should have recourse in the search for truth. 
That these annals are very diffiult of interpre­ 
tation he admits, but for that very reason their 
study is the more attractive. He holds that the 
question of human origin owes no allegiance 
to “dogma, but is a scientific thesis open 
to dÍBCUBBion and to be considered from every 
point of view. It must, therefore, be capable 
of receiving that solution that best tallies 
with fact and experimental proof. The pre­ 
cue date of the appearance of man upon 
earth never has been, and probably never 
will be, satisfactorily established, but the 
science of archaeology determines an approx­ 
imate date which Joly declares is certainly 
prior to that indicated by any cosmogony. 
Of course we cannot proceed with our author 
in hia'considerations of tho means by which 
this approximate date ia determined. They 
are those which engage the deepest attention 
from the cutsst, and possess all the charm of 
romance. The conclusion reached is that the 
tertiary rocks show unmistakable traces cf 
the appearance of man npon the earth as 
early as the miocene and pleicene epochs, 
as well as does the quaternary strata. We 
are enabled to draw these conclusions, says 
the author, although science cannot yet de. 
termine the date of man’s- advent, that 
"from the country now known as Picardy, 
the ancient inhabitant of Abbeville or 
Amiens could pass into Great Britain with­ 
out crossing tbe Channel. Toe British 
Isles were united to Gaul by an isthmus 
which has been sines submerged. The level 
of ths Baltic and the North Sea was 400 feet 
higher than it is at the present day. The 
val(ey of the Somme was cot hollowed to the 
depth it has uow attained ; Sicily was joined 
to Africa, Barbary to Spain. Carthage, the 
pyramids of Egypt, the palaces of Uxmal 
and Palenquo were not yet in existence, and 
the bold navigators of Tyre and Sidon who 
at a later date were to undertake their peril­ 
ous voyages along tbe coasts of Africa, were 
yet unborn. What we know with certainty 
ia that Earopean man was contemporaneous 
with the extinct species of the quaternary 
epoch (dephtis primigcniu.3, rhinocerot ticlior- 
nus, ursus spelo us, felis spcloa, etc.,) that he 
witnessed the upheaval of the Alps and the 
extension of the glaciers ; in a word, that he 
lived for thousands of years before the dawn 
of the remotest historical traditions. It is 
even possible that man was the contemporary 
of extinct mammalia of species yet more an­ 
cient than those jast mentioned, that is, of 
the elf plots meridivnalis of the sands of Saint 
Prest, or at the least of the tlep/tas antiquus, 
assumed to be prior to the eltphas primigenias, 
since their bones are found in company with 
carved flints in several English caves, asso­ 
ciated with those of the rhinoceros lucmitcchus 
and even of the niachairodus latidcns, which 
is of still earlier date.” 
“ Through One Administration,” Is the 
title of Mrs. Frances Hodgson Bnrrett’s last 
novel. It is from the press of James It. 
Osgood k Co., Boston, and is for sale by W. 
A. k C. S. Houghton, Sacramento. The 
story deals with Washington life during a 
recent Presidential administration, and the 
National Capital is the stage of i!s actions. 
It is difficult to understand why the Wash­ 
ington novel should have a superior interest 
forthe story-reading public, but it is under­ 
stood by publishers that it has—that, like the 
stories of the stage, such romances are sup­ 
posed to reveal scenes behind the curtain. 
But tbs thoughtful reader does not find in 
political chicane and intrigues at a nation's 
capital greater interest than attaches to life 
and to thought in other circles where men 
and women are important factors in events 
and plotB that have an important influence 
upen civilizing processes. We doubt very 
much if real life at Washington has ever 
been written. There ars influences constantly 
at work that prevent the telling of the whole 
truth regarding the moraiB of that political 
center. Political considerations more or less 
impel or withhold the honest expression cf 
chroniclers at that city, and as there is a con­ 
stant antagonism between parties, and a 
constant writing down of the one, and writing 
up cf tbe other, the people have come to take 
all that is said or recorded of Washington 
life, in and cut of Congressional balls, with a 
very broad margin, and a vast deal of allow­ 
ance. But from a writer of the fearlessness, 
and tbe prominence in the iiterary world, of 
Mrs. Bornett, we would look for perfect 


freedom of expression and an absence of 
timidity. 
But in this expectation the 
reader will find disappointment, since the 
lady has not written tbe book os a means to 
political exposures, or for tbe promulgation 
of libels. It is true that a political plot, in 
which corruption forms the warp and woof, 
lies at the foundation cf the tale, but it is 
not the actuating motive of the story, which 
ia by no means one of unusual revelations or 
disclosures, but just such a record as might 
be made regarding any other capital or in­ 
deed any metropolis where ambitious and 
scheming msn aud fashionable women ara 
the chiefs of society, aud where there is seek­ 
ing by unworthy means the attainment 
of coldly selfish ends. Mrs. Barnett presents 
to us more of good than of evil, whea tee two 
qualities are considered in the abstract. She 
gives us examples of incorruptibility and po­ 
litical honesty in mors abundance than their 
opposites are presented. Mrs. Burnett is a 
resident of the national capital, and it must 
be assumed that one so cultured and to pecu­ 
liarly fitted to read the inner pages of socie­ 
ty’s record could, if she would, give us a 
story that wouid set the nation by the ears. 
But she has cot done so. The tale is not at 
all sensational, and those of morbid tastes 
who enter upon its perusal will be sorely 
disappointed. In troth, the Washington 
scenes and phases of the story are secondary 
in interest to the other portions of the 
work. It has no more to do with tho Hayes 
administration, in a political sense, and no 
more reflects its inner life, than that of Jrck- 
boh. The sorrows of those who suffer from 
the ousting process because of political pat. 
ronage are strongly drawn, as also Borne of 
the results of lobby methods ; official person­ 
ages flit across the scene occasionally, and the 
manner of working a bill through by outside 
management is explained ; but beyond this 
there is very little indeed of Washington po­ 
litical fife in the story. Much more interest­ 
ing is the love current of two fives that flows 
strongly through the page», it is the story of 
a young girl fresh from school, uncontam­ 
inated by the warid, who is suddenly thrown 
into the fashionable whirlpool, marries the 
wrong man, who has not wit enough to see 
that his wife loves another, and is therefore 
leading a very unhappy fife. He induces his 
wife, through social influences and the power 
she exerts in society. an<d among men espe­ 
cially, to kid him in his schemes to secure the 
passage of a measure affecting speculations 
that absorb him. In the effort to do this 
bidding the woman's fair fame becomes in­ 
volved in Hcandals with certain legislators, 
and the story then 
proceeds 
with 
the 
labors 
and 
events 
to 
avert 
ruin and save her reputation, which 
is happily rescued, but her husband comes to 
a bad end and flies the country, while the 
lover of her youthfalls upon a Western Indian 
battlefield. So the woman who is married to 
one man and loves another is left at the close 
of the tale. Such a plot and such situations 
are not commendable. Tney are not of a 
character to influence young women properly. 
There is ever present the possibility and the 
temptation to wrongdoing on the part of the 
heroine, and the associating characters are 
not certain until toward the last that the 
woman will not fall; but the reader is not 
allowed to be thus deceived, and thi3 is the 
one redeeming feature of the novel. It is not 
Mrs. Burnett’s best effort by far. In aband­ 
oning the usual styie she has not entered 
upon a more pleasing one. 
She has not 
chosen an elevated plane npon which to move 
the characters in her drama, and they five 
moral livee. As to the method of relation, 
the story might have been as effectively told 
in half the space.

San Francisco, August 1, 1S83. 
It is a memorable experience the day 
that one falls into the hands of some on© 
whose pride it is that he knows the city. 
A good comfortable citizen has been living 
scrupulously op to tbe standard of life set 
forth in Mark Twain’s iamous diary— 
“ Got up, washed, went to bed”—supposes 
that the municipality attends to its busi­ 
ness as he attends to his, not quite as well 
of course, but never thought much of the 
machinery by which the city’s affairs are 
conducted, until Borne active being, who 
may have been ransacking San Francisco 
for “ points of interest” to display to friends 
from the East, falls upon him aud asks him 
if he has never seen enc’n and such 
a triumph of civilization. As tbe av­ 
erage San FraDciscan has never seen any­ 
thing but the other side of the street and 
the bay, he ia very likely to answer “ no” 
to such an interrogation, and so I answered 
when I was asked if I had seen the inte­ 
rior of 
THE ABIDING PLACE OP THINGS ELECTRICA!., 
Where the fire-alarms are received, the en­ 
gines notified and the three bells struck 
that resound over the city at 12 o’clock, 
when everybody takes out bi3 watch to see 
how it agrees. We found the building, 
went up an infinity of stairs, claimed the 
attention of the person in charge and had 
our claims allowed. He was a soft-voiced, 
large-eyed man with the languor which de­ 
votion to things cl.ctrica! seems to gener­ 
ate. Even the black cat with white whisk­ 
ers who lay in the window seemed to catch 
the prevailing note of the quarters—her 
black fur stood out like quilD upon tho 
Shakespearean animal. 
We were first 
shown the inner mystery of the red boxes 
that adorn certain cf the telegraph poles. 
The red box is a protecting shell which, 
whea opened, discloses a black iron face 
upon which a brass hook appears protrud­ 
ing through a cut in the iron plate. This 
hook is dragged down and let go by the 
agitated policeman who wishes to give a 
fire-alarm. The iron plate being unlocked 
showed 
THE APPARATUS WHICH TELEGRAPHS 
The number of the conflagrated district to 
the headquarters, whence in turn the 
proper engine house is notified. The en­ 
gines are upon the street forty seconds 
after the alarm is struck. A sort of ele­ 
vated counter runs around two walls of 
the room, for the support of a number cf 
telegraphic instruments, one set especially 
devoted to indicating any break or ob­ 
struction of the v ires ; another, by ils tip­ 
ping to right or left, shows whether the 
eastern or western set of fines ia disturbed, 
which, in a circuit of ten miles of lines, 
avoids the necessity of seme purposeless 
wandering. In the middle of the room 
was a large structure like a show-case, 
with canvas over one side of it and a glass 
face with three dials on it, like big beziqne 
counters, and numerals running from 0 to 
10. The painter is set at a figure on each 
dial, the sequence being from left to right, 
and the great bells ring corresponding 
numbers. TO AVOID CONFUSION 
There is no box with a duplicate figure 
—No. 121 or 233, for example—and the 
numbers do not run above 9. If ten 
strokes were ruDg at a clap it would indi­ 
cate a riot. The electric clock was an in­ 
teresting piece of meihinism. Below it, 
but inclosed in the same case, wsa a white 
paper with a circle traced upon it, and at 
the edge the hours and half hours printed 
at equal distances. A partial radius was 
drawn Irorn two or three cons eutive hail- 
hour points on the circumference in a wav­ 
ing black line end a crayon ¡u a brass grip 
stood at the next halt-hour point. This is 
the test of tbe way the person in charge of 
the things electrical does his duty. By 
rule all the wires in the building must be 
tested every half hour, and it is only by 
manipulating each separate wire that the 
faithful black crayon can be made to trace 
its half-hourly and semi radius, while its 
connection withthe works of the clock cause 
it to passfromonehalf-hour point to thenext 
without the tell-tale black line being drawn 
if the electrician ia asleep and lets the time 
for testing go by. A little gong rings at 
tho half-hours to jog the good man’s mem­ 
ory also. The glass jars from which all 
the electric power ia generated stood prim 
and parti-colored and innocent-looking on 
their shelves, covering the whole wall of a 
long adjoining room. In the office there 
was a beautiful large map of tbe streets of 
the city, painted on wood and shellaced ; 
the electric lines, represented by fine red 
silk cords, were just being applied to it, 
held in place by efficient-looking little T- 
shaped steel rails. No one can tell me 
again that my deep self-complacence over 
the fact that my watch is right by the 
bells is the result of a misplaced confi­ 
dence in tbe accuracy of those bells. I have 
seen them struck (electrically) by a chro­ 
nometer that regulates the sun, and that 
finishes it. 
TWO PICTURES FROM MILAN 
Have found their way out here. One is a 
half-nude young woman in a forest glade 
with patches of sunshine on her back, possi­ 
bly meant to representlightfiltcringthrough 
foliage, but more, as a lady rather wittily 
expressed if, as if some ODe were holding 
lensts over her anatomy. The forest set­ 
ting of this nymph is very rich and myste­ 
rious, as wocded backgrounds should be. 
The artist scrawls the name Crevotin in 
the corner of his canvas. The other pict­ 
ure, by one Brocchi, ia said to be the best 
flower-painting that has ever been in the 
city. It is about four and a half feet by 
three, and represents a heap of gigantic 
pink and white peonies lying on a cool old 
gray stone slab. Tne mossy foreground, 
the basket that held the flowers and the 
undefinable droop of the great green leaves, 
as if they bad just begun to realize that 
they are gathered, are noticeably excellent. 
It is a very attractive picture, neither 
crudely strong in its tints nor dejectedly 
low-spirited. 
KNIGHTS TEMPLARS’ PRIZES. 
The prizes offered by the California Com­ 
mandery of Knights Templars for the drill 
of the invading Knights have been on pri­ 
vate view at tbe factory where they were 
made, that connected with the establishment 
of one of the leading jewelers of the town. 
The principal prize is said to be one of the 
finest pieces of bronze work ever made in 
America. There Í3 enough delicate handi­ 
craft about it to satisfy O-car Wilde him­ 
self. From a base of bronze, ou which lie 
grouped the trappings of a Knight—hel­ 
met, corselet, shield, gauntlet and sword— 
springs a shaft of California onyx, beauti­ 
fully clouded. Round tbia column clings 
a grapevine with leaves, tendrils and clns- 
ters complete, made of oxydized silver. 
Patient and renewed workmanship baspro­ 
duced red purple hues upon the grapes. 
Round the top of the column is a circlet of 
medallions, alternate engraved aud gilded 
pictures and crosses of California minerals. 
The pictures of the Yosemite, a miner of 
’49 and other characteristic designs are 
engraved upon silvor by a Swiss artist, 
and then gilded and oxydized by the most 
delicate processes until the lights and 
shades, the perspective, the tone and depth 
of water, appear in these unsympathetic 
metals as real and vivid as the scenes 
wrongbt upon the canvas with a brush and 
colors. The bronze capital is surmounted 
by the figure of a knight in full armor on 
horse-back, a silver knight npon a bronze 
steed. The cast of tbe horse was modeled 
by Marion Wells. The glints of light in 
the manp, the Insterless saddle-cloth, the 
texture of the animal's coat are remarka­ 
ble examples of the differing effects that 
can be produced in tbe one metal. Every 
point of the horse’s body is gone over with 
chisel and file. 
The whole weighs 280 
pounds. Tneophile Gautiei, who said that 
the Mase walked best in light shoes, and 
that the artist who respected himself 
should choose a difficult task and work in 


rebellious materials, would be satisfied 
with this outcome of labor snd patience. 
THE SECOND PRIZE 
Is a plaque of silver, engraved with an en. 
larged medallion oí a fall in tbe Y osemite, 
oxydized and gilded into the ísrae wonder­ 
ful resemblance to painting. The concav­ 
ity of the plaque assists the perspective 
somewhat probably. The plaque is hung 
upon an easel of crossed halberds and a 
sword made of California laurel. 
The 
third prize, and rather the lea«t interesting, 
is a revolving silver globe with a map of 
the vorld engraved upon it, California 
brougkt-s<it by being gilded. The globe is 
surmounted by the figure of an armed 
knight, and a miniature castle built of 
squares of quartz, and containing a little 
gold portcullis. On the base of this piece 
ia the finest medallion of all, tho three 
leaders of the first crusade, Godfrey de 
Bouillon, Robert of Normandy and Ray­ 
mond of Toulouse, mounted on a black, a 
white and a bay horse respectively, and 
these colors are wonderfully represented, 
Two oxydized silver bears sit guarding this 
historical picture.

RECENT PUBLICATIONS. 
A. L. Bancroft & Co., San Francisco, send 
us Harper Brothers’ edition of Constance 
Fenimors Woolson’s latest novel, “ For the 
Major.” It is not a great story. But it is 
not needed that stories shall be great in 
order to exercise a positive ir fluencs. The 
sole purpose and scheme cf this novel is to 
lay bear certain traits of female character 
and to dissect them under the seapel. To do 
this, necessarily aa unpleasant subject is in­ 
troduced, and the book is therefore tobe ranked 
witb that clais of fiction which Iiuskin de­ 
fined as treating of the “ dissection of un­ 
health.” Fortunately for ths author, how­ 
ever, she had the wisdom to avoid the errors 
that generally prevail in that c!a=s. She has 
aimed to present the class of heroic women in 
domestic life. We are not for a moment 
taken outside of the home, and the long-en­ 
during courage and resolute bravery typified 
in ths character of the Major’s wife 
are charged with a pathox profoundly 
touching. 
It 
is 
tbe 
story 
of 
a 
second wife, aged and broken by care, 
but most adroitly feigning juvenility 
and ease of manner to deceive a decrepit and 
doting husband, whom ditease ia slowly tak­ 
ing to the grave. Bat this fragile woman, 
the leader in a small rural circle, has a secret 
that is of a character to crutk the ordinary 
person, and which, if known to the husband, 
must have caused him infinite pain. To a 
stepdaughter this is confided, ¡md ths two 
guard it with such jealous watchfulness that 
even the sensitive eye of love is deceived, and 
the reproach that publicity would have en­ 
tailed is safely lodged ia ths grave. It is 
with consummate act that the reader is made 
to feel an interest in this secret without ob­ 
taining the slightest clue to it, until the laet 
lines of the story are reached, and a feeling of 
disappointment, even of resentment, arises, 
that the key to the strange behavior of these 
womeD, actuated by p u r i t y of motive and 
a lofty sentiment of honor, hes been so suc­ 
cessfully concealed. But tbe reader will, on 
reflection, realize that to have been taken into 
confidence sooner would have disqualified him 
from forming a just estimate of that quality 
ia women which enables them to suffer for 
love’s sake, and which makes them the most 
vigilant guardians of domestic honor.

The Chinese F ilth N uisancs—D aniel Gar­ 
diner s Case—Htc. 
Since the cholera scare has taken hold of 
the people of this city, and the filthiness of 
Chinatown has been exposed by the press, 
the new H ealth Officer has been very vigilant 
in ferreting out all nuisances and arresting 
all those who are violating the health ordi­ 
nances. 
The police calendar has been full of 
snch charges for the past week, and there 
seems to be a disposition on the part of the 
Judge to impuse severe penalties upon those 
who defy the laws, not only of the State, but 
of common decency, and causa the very 
air 
we 
breathe 
to 
ba 
laden 
with 
noxious and deadly gases 
and 
vapors. 
Y esterday Daniel Gardiner, who had been 
convicted of m aintaining a filthy and diseass- 
breeding vault, appeared in Court for sen­ 
tence. 
The Court took occasion to remark 
th at he did not wish the light sentence he 
was about to impose in the case be taken as a 
precedent, or for the idea to go abroad that 
parties convicted in the future of a similar 
offense would get off so lightly. 
His reason, 
he said, for making such a statem ent was be­ 
cause this was the first conviction since pub­ 
lic warning had been given. 
The judgm ent 
in Gardiner's case was a fine of §20 and 
costs. M r, Gardiner evidently was not pleaded 
w ith the judgm ent of the Court, as be 
immediately gave 
cotice of an appeal. 
M rs. H . W . OgK was tried for a similar of­ 
fense, convicted, and will appear in Court 
this morning for sentence. 
J . D. Tate, the 
owner of pro p erty on I street, and L. C. 
Chandler, the agent of several houses in the 
Chinese quarter, charged with the same of- 
were arraigned, pleaded not guilty, 
and demanded « ju ry trial.

THE CHINATOWN NUISANCE. 


H S CONSIDERATION BY THE BOARD OF 
HEALTH LAST EVENING. 


O rdinance Subm itted by th e City Trustees 
—R esolution Offered to Abate the 
Chinese Nuisance. 


For parity, rirynem and exquisite bouquet, Eclirse

T he City Board of H ealth held a regular 
meeting last evening. 
Present, Drs. H atch, 
Tyrrell, Montgomery and Laine. D r. Tyrrell 
acted as Chairman in the absence of Dr. 
Clunees, 
L . C. Chandler appeared before the Board 
and stated th a t he had done no wrong in re­ 
gard to the Me'-oick buildiog, on the north 
sida ol I street, and he could satisfy any 
fair-minded man th at such were tbe facts. 
H e BiiJ some six years sgo M r Messick spent 
§5,000 or §6,000 in filling up the lot, laying 
sewers and lateral drains for cesspools, etc. 
T hsrs had never be.?n any objections to it 
until the present tim?. 
H e explained the 
plumbing of the building, and claimed that 
he had removed a strainer from the escape of 
a wooden cesspool by the order of the H ealth 
Officer, and this had caused all the present 
trouble, for which he had been arrested. 
H ealth Officer Ferral was present and de­ 
nied emphatically th at he had made such an 
order, but on the contrary had forbidden the 
removal of the Btrainc-r. 
M r. Chandler stated th at all he wauted 
w:,s to know what the Board desired done, 
and hs was ready to do it. 
H e recommended 
th at the individual Chinamen be visited, and 
when one was found w ith filthy surroundings 
th at ha be arrested. 
H e merely suggested 
this, 
and 
wanted 
it 
understood 
that 
he 
is in 
perfect 
sym pathy 
with 
all 
movements 
tending to improve 
health. 
H e remembered when the Third street 
sewer was p u ‘. in, and it had not been cleaned 
out for more than ten years. 
H e hoped the 
Beard would give the m atter as careful con­ 
sideration as they could, and ha knew it was 
a difficult and intricate problem. 
For M r. 
Messick he could say that no expense would 
be spared in making sanitary im provem ent 
M r. Alexander, proprietor of tha ‘’Jum bo” 
saloon, on the west side of Fifth stree', near 
tbe alley, between J and K attests, appeared 
and complained th at a cesspool in the rear of 
bio place of bu.-iness was offensive, and the 
stench arising from it was such as to drive 
customers from his saloon. 
H ealth Officer Ferral 
corroborated the 
statem ent of M r. Alexander, and the m atter 
was referred to the H ealth Officer to abate 
the nuisacce. 
The mortality report, showing th at there 
were forty deaths during the month, was 
read and piaced on file. 
H ealth Officer Ferral reported th at for the 
m onth of Ju ly he had examined 220 nuisances 
and m ale three arrests, each resulting in a 
conviction. 
The report was placed on tile. 
A proposed ordinance, “ providing for the 
construction and ventilation of cesspools and 
drains, and conferring certain powers upon 
the Board of H ealth,” was received as a 
communication f om the Board of City 
Trustees. 
This is proposed as a substitute 
for the ordinance recommended by the Board 
of H ealth : 
Ordinance No. —. Providing for the construction 
and ventilation of cesspools and drains, and con­ 
ferring certajn powers on the Board of Health. 
Section 1. All cesspools or privy vaults which 
may be hereafter constructed, shall be made water 
tight at all poi .ts where sewers are accessible for 
taking the overflow. They shall be constructed of 
iron, concrete, or brick work, laid with full joints of 
mortar and well cemented on the inside with pure 
hydraulic cement . They shall be so constructed as 
to overflow into the public sewers, an 1 the overflow 
pipe so arranged that only the liquid contents can 
escape. As ne® sewers are constructed the cesspools 
built upon the adjacent property shall be built ac­ 
cording to the provisious of this section. 
¡section 2. All ces-pools which may be construete 1 
as provided iu the preceding section 
shall be 
emptied of their contents and disinfected as often 
as they become filled w*ith solid matter ; but in no 
caso shall any such cesspool te allowed to remain 
for more than one year without being thorouirhly 
cltaned and disinfected. Such disinfectants shall be 
used as are approved by the Board of Ilealtb. 
Section tí. 
\Vhen there are no sewers accessible 
for taking the overflow, such cesspools as ary here­ 
after constructed may l>e built so as to allow their 
contents to sipu away into the subsoil, but must be 
made water tight for at least Iwo feet below the sui- 
face of the ground. 
Section 4. In thickly settled districts, where 
there are no sewers, the Board of Health shall have 
¡lower to require such ctsspools as may be hereafter 
constructed, t i be built water-tight, as provided in 
Section 1 of this ordinance. 
Section 5. All cesspools which have been or may­ 
be hereafter constructed shall be ventilated, by con. 
necting therewith a ventilating pipe, which shall 
not be less than three inches in diameter, and car­ 
ried full size to the hight of not less than two feet 
abcveadjaceut buildings, and so capjiedat the tcp as 
to prevent down draughts. 
Section 6. All cesspools which have been or may­ 
be hereafter constructed shall have a trap so placed 
in the drainage pipes leading thereto as to prevent 
the ccsspool ^ases from passing into the house 
drainage pipes. 
1 
Section 7. The plumbing and drainage of all 
buildiugs which may lit hereafter erected shall be 
done in accordance with such rules and regulations 
as the Board of Health may prescribe, and iu ac­ 
cordance with plans to be approved by tiiem. 
Section S. The Board of Health shall have power 
to condemn such cesspools already c instructed as in 
th- r judgment aie nuiíanees, or detrimental to the 
health of those living upon or adjacent to the prop 
erty upon which such cesspools aro located, and re­ 
quire the same 10 be coistiuited axordiug to the 
provisions of tins ordinance. 
Section 9. The Board of Health shall have power 
to condemn any such p umbiug or drainage works 
already coostrt c'.cu as in their judgment are nui­ 
sances, or detrimental to the health of those living 
upon or adjacent to the propeity upon which such 
defective pluuil’ing or drainage works may exist, 
and to require the reconstruction of the Bime ac­ 
cording to the rules anil regulations prescribed by 
them. 
Section 10. All cesspools which may be hereafter 
abandoned, either by being coudemned by the 
Board of Health, or otherwise, shall be cleaned out 
and filled up with fresh, clean ear h 
Section 11. All connections of cesspools with the 
drainage system of any building, or with any public 
sewer, shall be made by- ujing vitrified ironstone 
pipe, or other equally good pi|>e approved by the 
Board of Health, laid in cement mortar, with water­ 
tight joints, and with a fall of not less than one 
quarter inch to the foot. No drains from which the 
contents can leak out to contaminate the soil will be 
allowed. 
Section 12. No connection with any pub ic sewer 
shall be made except a permit for the same be first 
obtained from the City Engineer; and the point at 
which such connection sh ill be made shall be fixed 
by the City Engineer, and also the manner of mak­ 
ing the connection. 
Section IS. Any person or persons violating the 
provisions of this ordinauce, or of the rules and 
regulations of plumbing and drainage prescribed by 
the Board of Health as provided in this ordinance, 
shall, upon conviction thereof, be fined in a sum not 
exceeding ¿200, or bv imprisonment in the citv 
prison not to exceed ten days, or by both such fine 
and imprisonment. 
Section 14. All ordinances or parts of ordinances 
in conflict with this ordinance are hereby repealed' 
Section 15. This ordinauce shall take effect from 
an J after its passage. 
A fter considtrabia di cusbíod, the ordi­ 
nance was approved with the 
following 
ameniliiu n ‘n: 
In Section 
2, strike 
cut 
ail after the words “ solid m atter,” and 
a id the following: 
“ Or whenever it is 
otherwise detmed necessary, all disinfectant* 
shall be used as are approved by tae Board 
of H ealth.” In Section 4, striks out the 
words " th e Board of H ealth shall have 
power to require.” 
In Section 5, strike out 
the words "th re e inches in diam eter,” and 
insert “ of a size approved by the Board of 
H ealth.” 
In Section 6, strike out from the 
firH line the words “ the plumbing and.” 
The Chairman announced th at the next 
subject for the consideration of the meeting 
was the question of abating tha Chinatown 
nuisance. 
He said he believed there was no 
doubt in the mind of any one th at there was 
a r tiisaoce. 
D r. Laiae proposed th at an order be made 
by the Board directing that all lots extending 
from the north siie of I street into China 
slough be filled above high water to the alley 
between H and I streets, and th at the city 
iul the alley, making it a public highway. 
Dr. H atch believed th at Chinatown should 
be declared a nuisance, and the Board of 
Trustees ba recommended to confiscate the 
property. 
_ 
_ 
A fter considerable discussion Dr. H atch 
suggested th at a committee of .he Board be 
appointed to consult the C ity A ttorney in 
reeard to the best legal method to pursue in 
removirg the nuisance, and requeat the City 
Attorney to m6et the Board at a subsequent 
meeting. 
Dr. Montgomery thought something should 
be dene at once in tha way of condemnation. 
D r. Tyrreil thought it would be better not 
to try to do too much at once, and it the 
north side of I street was taken care of, the 
H ealth Officer could regulate the south side 
of tha street. 
The following preamble and resolution 
was introducsd: 
Wiibrkas, In view of the probable approach 
the near future of an epidemic of cholera, and that 
in order to limit the neutrality of the disease to the 
least possible minimum, the city must be placed in 
the best sanitary condition practicable ; therefore, 
be it 
K aoired, That lots Nos. 5,6, 7 and 8, in the blocks 
between Second and Third, Third and Fourth, 
Fourth and Fifth and H and I streets ; and Third, 
Fourth and Fifth streets, north of I street to the 
north side of the alley, between H and I streets, and 
the alley between H and I extending from Third 
to Fifth streets, are hereby declared to be in a con­ 
dition to constitute a public nuisance, which must 
be abated by filling with earth or sand to a level 
above high-water mark 
The m atter was discussed to soma length, 
and it was finally decided to postpone action 
until an attorney could be consulted to deter­ 
mine whether or not it was in leealform , and 
the resolution was laid over until this even­ 
ing. 
A ttention was called to the condition of the 
drainags canal below the city, and a member 
remarked th at the stench arising from it, and 
which is wafiad through the city, would 
“ drive a dog cut of a tan-yard." T ee Board 
then «djouroed to meet at D r. H atch’s office 
at 8:30 tbis evening, when the dra’asge cans! 
nui .-..DCS vrjll p.-obabiy b-J coafidsrcd. 


IMPORTANT 
DECISION. 


W hich May Effect All Builders, C ontract­ 
ors, Property-ow ners. Dealers, Etc. 
I t is well known th at under the present 
law it has been generally claimed th at a par­ 
son having a building constructed upon hiB 
premiies by contract .was liable, even after 
he had paid the contractor in full, for any 
materials which went into the building, and 
for which tha contractor had faihd to pay, 
thus holding him to pay double for the im­ 
provement. 
There is no question but that 
this would be the plain reading of the law, 
but the Supreme Court saves the situation, 
by declaring in the ca3e of Latson vs. Nelson 
that such conl-J not have been the intention of 
tbe L ‘-i.i-lature, and th at it wculd be in con­ 
travention cf rights declared inalienable by 
the Constuutioa. 
The decision, which w-.il 
be of interest to all, is given ia full, as fol­ 
lows : 
The plaintiffs claim a lien on certain premises for 
the value of materials furnished for and used in the 
construction of a building erected on the premises. 
The complaint avers that "the defendant, Nelson, as 
contractor, was erecting the building for the defend­ 
ant, Tnaytr, and as such contractor purchased the 
materials and agreed to pay the plaintiffs therefor. 
T n : defendant, Thayer, is not connected with the 
purchase oí the materials, other than is claimed to 
result from the contract for th-? building and as 
owner of the premises. It is not alleged that any 
amouut is due, or is to come due or payable from 
defendant, Thayer, to defendant, Nelson, ou the 
contract or in any other way. The plaintiffs assert 
that under Article XX , Section 15, of the Constitu­ 
tion of 1879, and Section 1183, C. C. P., as amended 
in 1SS0, they have a 'ion, independent of any con­ 
tract or obligation existing between the original 
parties. 
The Act of M.rch 30,1868, provided that persons 
performing labor upon or furnishing materials tor 
■any- buildinz, etc., should have a lien upon the same 
for the work or Uhordone, or materials furnished, 
whether done or furn:shed at the instance of the 
owner or his agent; and for the purposes of the Act 
the contractor or other person having charge of the 
construction was declared to be the scent cf the 
owner. In construing this Act, this Court held, in 
Renton vs. Conley, 49 Cal., 185, that the material 
men and laboren cornd not charge the buildings 
with liens txceedine the balance of the contract 
pricc rema ning unpaid when nctice of the lien was 
given. 
In framing the Constitution of 1879, the Conven­ 
tion had before it the statuto ot 1 'LiS and the de­ 
cision of this Court above referred to, with ethers 
of similar im port; and declared, upon the subject 
of liens of this character, Art. XX, See. 15: “ Ale 
chanics, material men, artisans, and laborers of 
every class, shall have a lien upon the property upon 
which they have bestowed labor or luruished ma­ 
terial for the value of such labor done and material 
furnished; and the Legislature shall provide, by 
law. for tbe speedy and efficient enforcement of 
such liens ” 
In obedience to this mandate the Legislature, in 
amending Section 11S3, C. C. P. (which section, pre­ 
vious to the amendment, was in substance the same 
as the Act of 18CIS as above stated), in effect repeated 
the provisions of the Constitution, but added there, 
to the following : ‘ This lieu shall not be affected 
by the fact that no money is due or to become due 
ou any contract made by the owner with any other 
party." 
It’is under this last clause that the plaintiffs claim 
their lieu. 
In the former Constitution there was no provision 
ia reference to liens in favor of material men and 
laborers; the subject was left to the wisdom of the 
Legislature ; but the Convention of 1879 saw fit to 
insert in the new Constitution the clause above 
quoted. In doint; so, the former statute bein? be­ 
fore the Convention, with the construction placed 
upon it by this Court, we must presume that the 
Convention intended to continue and mak e permanent 
the sutut-; theretofore existing, with the construc­ 
tion it had received; and that tbe Convention diei 
not intend to enlarge, but to fix. The last clause of 
Section 11S3, C. C. P. (amendment of 18S0), would 
operate very much to enlarge and extend the provision 
of the Constitution ; indeed, it was contended for 
tbe plaintiffs on the oral argumeut, that an owner 
of property could make no contract with a con­ 
tractor wlii h would relieve him of any amount of 
labor or materials the contractor might see fit to 
have performed or placed ou the building under 
construction or repair; that if A., an owner of a 
lot, wished to construct a house, say of the value 
and cost of $3,000, and should make a contract to 
that end with B., material men and laborers em­ 
ployed by B. could place $10,000 worth of materials 
and labor ou the building, and have liens therefor 
(provided no fraud t>r collusion intervened), and that 
the owner’s only safeguard was, either to purchase 
and employ in person, or take security- from the 
contractor. 
We do not think the Convention in­ 
tended that result; nor clo we think the Legislature, 
in amending Section 1183, C. C. P., could go beyond 
the provision of the Constituti in. If A. shall con­ 
tract t o pay ¿5,000 to B. for the construction of a 
building, the Legislature maysecure the distribution 
of the airreed sum among the persona furnishing 
materials and performing lib o r; but this authority 
doea not necessarily include the f reing of an obliga­ 
tion upon A. which he never contemplated, lt is 
said that the own r has full security ia the right to 
require a bond of the contractor that no liens shall 
be created. So far as that is any argument, it may 
with equal force be said that the material man may 
require payment or security of the contractor before 
parting with his goods. 
Another prov sion of the Constitution, Article I , 
Section 1, declares that all meu have certain inalien­ 
able rights, among which are those of acquiring, 
possessing and protecting prop- rty. This provision 
would lose much of its force if a mar. of limited 
means, having a lot and desiring to build a home, 
while contracting within bis means, could have cast 
upon his land burdens beyond his necessities, wishes 
and pecuniary ability. 
The demurrer was properly su-tained. The judg­ 
ment is atiirmed.

som ething' of a New Fest ■which has Come 
to Stay. 
A bout five weeks ago a few tre68 in the ex­ 
tensive almond orchard of G . G . Briggs, at 
D ivisville, presented the appoarance of a 
slight blight, or aa if suffering frcm excessive 
drought. 
The difficulty increased, and in 
time it was found th at the trass affected were 
the habitation of some insect nest of infinit­ 
esimal proportions, which evi-ently wero 
doing the mischief. 
The effects of the p ’sts 
at length spread so rapidly that about or.e- 
half of the orchard has become injured ie.ii- 
ously, so far as tha present crop is concerned, 
and the leaves look as if browned by tire run­ 
ning through the orchard. 
A cartful exam­ 
ination of the pest showed it to resemble, in 
web formation, upon the ground beneath the 
trees and upon the leaves, the red spider, and 
yet the insect was of difiarent appearance, 
and, 
it 
was 
believed, 
much 
smaller. 
A representative of tha 
R ecord-U n ion, 
visiting the Oakshado orchard, found the 
same there, but not as yet iu numbers suffi­ 
cient to do any damage. 
Those at these or­ 
chards who had successfully exterminated the 
red spider, and caused its entire di ¡appear­ 
ance from the premises by applications, last 
Spring, of whale oil soap, held th at the new­ 
comer was not tha red spider, but was of an 
entirely different color and ot different habit. 
A careful microscopic inspection of speci­ 
mens, by M atthew Cooke, (-hows that the 
pest is what is denominated the yellow mite, 
und which has never before, so far as known, 
proved destructive. 
I t was found last year 
in limited numbers on grapevines, but caused 
no injury. 
W hat tha yellow mite is, and to 
wha- family it belongs, 
is just now a 
subject of interesting study. 
L ittle is said 
of 
it 
in 
bocks m any of tfce loading 
works covering this field no; mentioning it. 
I t was supposed until quite recently to be a 
perfect iusec*', th at is, having only six lege ; 
but it has now been ascertained th at wheo is 
reaches m aturity, or after shedding its shell 
two or three times, it came out with eight 
lags, thereby tsking it out of the insect fam­ 
ily proper, and bringing it within tho family 
of spiders. 
Having reached this conclusion 
in tbe examination of the new pest, it has to 
be at once admitted th at its habite and effects 
are very similar to those of the red spider, 
and the best authorities are uncertain how to 
classify it. Certain it is that the yellow mite, 
whatever it is, must now ba taken into con­ 
sideration along with the red spider, as a 
vitally destructive enemy to fruit and fiuit 
trees—one which has come to stay, and will 
make itself felt unless prevented by time­ 
ly a’id efficient efforts. 
The same remedy, 
however, which has proved a specific for the 
rid spider will succeesfully exterijdnate this 
also, and which we gava a short time since. 
I t consists of a wash for spraying tbe foiiage 
and trees, and composed of the followivg in­ 
gredients : 
“ Tfciriy pouods whale-oil Boap, 
ten pounds H avana tobacco stems, ten pounds 
best sulphur, three pounds concentrated lye, 
to 100 gallons of w ater.” T hetreesm ust.be 
thoroughly sprayed with it, and repeated if 
necessary. 
I t is a prompt and effective rem­ 
edy, us has been fully demonstrated.

Several scientific gentlemen smelled of the 
bottled water, and “ Victim ” is at liberty to 
try it whenever he pleases, for it has been 
presarved for his special benefit, or any of 
bis class who went their elephant—a dumbo. 
The reasons the water docs not smell as 
foul as it would have been stated in my com­ 
munication, and they a re: plant life, and 
the introductioa of purer water. 
Even the 
gveea scuui fjrint d upon such kind of water 
assists to neutralize tha b al «juality and 
smell of tie water, for th at ecu n is simply of 
the lower order of plant life, which assists in 
introducing oxygen, aud thereby purifying 
the water. 
N a'ure thus by its wise laws 
often eliminates the sins committed by man. 
W hen u m an publicly mukes an assertion, 
ha m ast be able to substantiate, or ought to, 
in the year 1883, and this is one of the reasons 
an investigation was made if iha water in 
China slough after the communication of Dr. 
Laine. 
I kaew full well th at the smell said 
to come from the slough was in closer prox­ 
imity, as it has been proved since. 
I have no financial interests in thase an­ 
alyses of the waters we use in this city, i d 
which twice three weeka were spent to carry 
them out, and the laat simple teats of three 
kinds of water about three days. 
If anyone 
wants to know the cost of wa'.ei analysis let 
him make inquiries, but whether made for 
tha benefit of a community or for a consid­ 
eration, an analysis ought to be truthful, and 
when thus made, and without the slightest 
gain, it is not pleasant to be a t the mercy of 
every ill disposed person ready to find fault, 
or brand the aame equivalent to a falsehood. 
Iu regard to this elcugb, from a financial 
standpoint, as well as the health of the city, 
I look upon it in precisely from tha same 
view as in the permanent locatioo of tho 
Agricultural buildisgs. 
Even if the peopla 
have to suff-r epecial taxation it will repay 
the city to fill tiiB sbugh as speedily as pos­ 
sible, and not only because more ground is 
secured and b-,tter health established, but 
abo because the agitation about the un­ 
healthy locality would be furever removed, 
which most aesuradly mu it have a tendency 
to produce suspicion tor a city from these 
who have any d-’sire to add their wealth and 
population to it in the future. 
Therefore 
just as long as the nuisance remains, and the 
agitation is “ fired up,” so-long will it be a 
drawback cg&inst strangers making this city 
their permanent home.

taught the value of display as an almost 
certain means of attraction. 
That is the 
Becret of the ball suppers and iced cham­ 
pagne, the heavy dressmakers’ bills, and 
the thousand and one other items tí ex­ 
travagance that have to be met in order 
that the young ladies may make a “ re­ 
spectable" appearance, and may finish 
with a successful match. 
And that is 
why so many of these match-making ven­ 
tures have so often resulted in the most 
deplorable sequels. 
Display is met with 
display—the one frequently as hollow aDd 
false as the other. 
The distinguished for­ 
eigner or the fascinating young nobleman 
is discovered, when it is too late, to bo 
nothing more nor lesB than an unprinci­ 
pled adventurer; aad the merchant who 
was supposed to be little if anything short 
of a millionaire is found, also when it is 
too late, to be on the verge of bank­ 
ruptcy. 
Very often in such matches both 
parties arc sold, aud then the universal 
verdict is, “ Serves them right.”—[Cham­ 
bers’ Journal. 


MUSICAL 
TRAJ I N O 
OF 
CANARIES, 


Nearly 100,000 canaries are yearly im­ 
ported into New York. 
From this city 
the birds are distributed to all parts of the 
country, being retailed at from § 2 to So, 
according to the age and song. 
The finest 
and best specimens of these birds come 
from the Hartz Mountains, in Germany, 
where millions are bred annually. 
The 
birds 
from 
St. 
Andrewsberg, one of 
the highest points in these mountains, 
have the first reputation of perfectness 
of song and beauty of plumage. 
The ca­ 
nary was first introduced into Europe in 
the sixteenth century. It at once attracted 
attention by the variety and beauty of the 
notes it sang, and mueic-loving people of 
Germany especially interested themselves 
in the breeding and improvement of the 
species. 
Since that time the canary a3 a 
song-bird has been steadily improving. 
It 
was 
found 
that 
they 
were 
easily taught or were imitative, and in the 
association of other birds, such as wood­ 
larks, skylarks and 
nightingales, they 
rapidly acquired the songs of those birds. 
In the breeding rooms of to-day other 
species of song birds are regularly kept, 
and the young canaries hear and pick 
up their notes as naturally as they do 
those of their 
parents, thus 
adding 
greatly to their repertoire. 
Great care 
is taken in breeding the perfect songster, 
which is a difficult task, only to be 
rraompliahed 
by one 
thoroughly con­ 
versant with birds and the bird voice. 
The ideal bird voice—the one which is 
sought by the breeders—is one of twenty 
notes, and is capable of regularly descend­ 
ing or ascending through all the notes of 
the octave, not in noisy discord, but in 
well-rounded, melodious measure, the song 
bursting from swelling throats as though 
the bird was nnable to longer contain him­ 
self.—[New York Mail and Express. 


THE GEORGETOWN 
DIVIDE. 


A Erlef Outline of its Wonderful Re­ 
sources. 
As we mentioned briefly ia our last 
issue, it was our pleasure to accompany a 
party last week on a tour of inspection of 
the Georgetown Divide, the object being, 
S3 we were given to understand, to ascer­ 
tain its extent, its resources, and inci­ 
dentally the feasibility of connecting that 
region by railroad with the Central Pacific 
road at some point which, on further in­ 
vestigation, may be deemed most feasible, 
probably at Auburn or Rocklin. 
Tne 
project of a railroad over there is some­ 
thing for railroad men, or other men of 
means, and the future to determine ; but 
as for the extent and resources of the 
country they are certainly remarkable, 
and well worthy a brief description iu the 
columns of the Herald. 
Living, as we 
have lived, so close to that region, we 
had never visited it before, and not­ 
withstanding all we 
had 
heard, 
its 
wealth of available soil, its fine water 
and its vast forests of the finest

saoply, 
tim ber, 
were to ns 
grea1t and a 
pleasant surprise. 
What is 
known as 
the Georgetown Divide lies between the 
South Fork and the Middle Fork of the 
American river, extending from a point on 
the west where these two branches of the 
American come together, a little above 
Folsom, ea3twardly to the summit of the 
Sierras. 
The rivers on either side diverge 
toward their source, embracing in the 
country dividing them a vast area of tim­ 
ber land and foothill fruit land. The town 
of Georgetown contains a population of 
from 400 to 500 souls, pleasantly located at 
an altitude of about 2,700 feet, and yet in 
a state of comparative prosperity, owing to 
the mining developments of the locality. 
It dates its origin almost as far back as the 
period when gold was first discovered in 
California, and from it the divide on which 
it is situated evidently derives its name. 
This divide is in El Dorado county, the 
county that attracted the earliest gold 
hunters, hut being separated by the South 
Fork from the old emigrant road, and the 
road that teamsters traveled so generally 
in later years when hauling freight over 
the 
mountains 
te supply the early 
miners on the Comstock, its resources, 
except snoh as were embraced in its rich 
placers, gravel deposits and quartz veins, 
ram rin to-day comparatively undisturbed. 
Its timber has not been cut and hauled to 
the valley by the teamsters as back freight, 
as is the case to a greater or leas extent on 
all the divides in this range of mountains 
along which trans-monntain roads were cut. 
Its vast pine forests stand there to-day in 
all their prestine grandeur, barring the 
slight encroachments made upon them by 
the nbiquitoua shake-maker. And their ex­ 
tent is wonderful. From a point about ten 
miles up the ridge from Georgetown they 
extend nearly or quite to the summit, a dis­ 
tance of 
over, 30 miles, and from the 
Middle Fork to the South Fork, an average 
width of about 25 miles. Those forests are 
estimated to cover, in round numbers, from 
480,000 to 500,000 acres. 
The timber in­ 
cludes principally engar pine, yellow pine, 
fir, spruce, cedar and oak, the latter being 
abundant in places and mainly valuable for 
fuel. 
The pines stand thick aad are of the 
finest form, many of them running to a 
hight of over 70 yards and varying in diam­ 
eter from ‘2 to 0 feet. 
There are many 
trees that will make from five to eight 
thousand feet of lumber apiece, and jet, 
patting the average of available tree3 at 
ten thousand feet to the acre, the timber 
on that divido would make nearly five bill­ 
ion or five thousand million feet of lumber, 
and this exclusive of the vast amount of 
fire wood. 
But this is not all of the re­ 
sources of that region. 
From the timber 
line, the country, as a general thing, is 
gradually undulating; and the soil, like 
the soil on this divide at corresponding 
altitudes, is admirably adopted to the pro­ 
duction of vines and all the staple fruits. 
At present the farmers over there, a3 a 
rule, 
content 
themselves 
with 
small 
orchards and vineyards for family use, and 
with raising hay, but these small orchards 
and vineyards demonstrate conclusively 
the wonderful adaptability of the soil and 
other conditions to the production of the 
most prolific crops of the very best quality 
ot fruit. 
For want of cheaper and more 
oonvenient market facilities development 
in this line ha3 been 
retarded, 
but 
with such opportunities for getting their 
fruit to market as would be afforded by a 
railroad, the possibilities of that divide, as 
a fruit-producing region, can now hardly be 
imagined. 
The soil, as a rule, ia deep, and 
not so precipitous but in most places it 
could be easily cultivated ; and as for the 
matter of irrigation, it ia the best-watered 
section of the State that we know of. 
The 
California Water and Mining Company's 
ditches cover it all, and they are always 
filled with clear water from sources near the 
summit of the mountain that are never- 
failing. 
What the foothills of Placer are 
and are becoming as a fruit-producing re­ 
gion, the lower portion of the Georgetown 
divide can be when once it shall be favored 
with better transportation facilities. 
Na­ 
ture has been generous to that portion of 
our neighboring county. 
We doubt if 
there is another section of tha State of 
similar extent that possesses equal re­ 
sources of undeveloped wealth, and we feel 
confident that if the parties who are at 
present contemplating the project fail to 
put a railroad in there, it will not be long 
until some other parties will, for in a coun­ 
try like this, where there is so much 
money seeking profitable investment, such 
vast resources of undeveloped wealth, so 
near at hand, are not going to be allowed 
to remain undisturbed much longer, far the 
want of a comparatively small preliminary 
outlay.—[Placer Herald, July 7tb. 


BABIES 
IN 
SCANDINAVIA, 


The peasants like grand names for their 
little ones, such as Adolph, AdriciD, Got- 
fried, Gustavus, for boys; and Josepkina, 
Thora, Ingeborg, for girls ; and if they have 
no name prepared they seek one in the 
almanac for the particular day of baby’s 
birth. 
It is baptized the next Sunday and 
taken to church by the godmother, who 
provides the christening garments, which 
are often trimmed with colored bows, while 
the infant has beads round its neck, and 
wears a cap with very little border. 
The 
clergyman holds it well over the font and 
pours water over the back of the head 
three times, then wipes with a towel. 
As 
the baby is swathed in six-inch-wide band­ 
ages so that it caDnot move its legs and 
sometimes not even its arms, it is obliged 
to lie very passive during this ceremonial. 
The peasants have their reasons for this 
swathing, the first of whictr is that they 
think it makes the limb3 grow straight; 
the second that it turns baby into a com­ 
pact bundle to carry. 
When swathed 
thus, infants have been said to resemble 
the tail of a lobster, or even its whole 
body. 
In the north they are often hung 
from a long, springy pole stuck in the wall 
to be oat of the way ; and, being by na­ 
ture quiet, they are supposed not to mind 
it. 
Their cradles, which are very primi­ 
tive, are also frequently susptnded by a 
spiral spring from the roof, which must be 
more comfortable than the pole. 
Both in 
Swedish and Norwegian Lapland, people 
take these “ swaddlings” to church. 
But 
instead of carrying them into church they 
make a hole in the snow outside in the 
churchyard and bury them in it, leaving a 
email aperture for breathing purposes. 
The babies are kept splendidly warm, 
while their friends within the sacred build­ 
ing have their beards frozen to their fur 
coats by the freezing of their own breaths. 
As soon as a peasant boy can walk, he ia 
put into trousers, buttoned outside his 
jacket; and these are so baggy behind that 
it is often amusing to see him. 
This bag­ 
giness is frequently due to the fact that the 
tromers originally belonged to his father, 
and were cut off at the legs and simply 
drawn round the boy’s waist without re­ 
ducing their size. 
Add to this that the 
feet are shod either with little jaok-boots 
or wooden shoes, and we have a strange 
picture. 
Their stockings 
either have 
leather heels or no heels at all, so that the 
mother is spared the trouble of mending 
them. 
Neither has she much labor with 
their heads, the hair of which is cropped 
as close as a convict’s. 
The girls also wear 
wooden shoes, but they have gingham ker­ 
chiefs or caps on their heads, frocks down 
to their heels and quaint pinafores.—[Little 
Folks’ Msgazine.

The Parsees wiil not, like the Hindoos, 
burn their dead, for fire is too pure to be 
polluted by the touch of death. 
They 
will not, like the rest of mankind, bury in 
the ground, for earth is the mother of 
mankind, and they will not defile it by 
placing a corpse in its bosom. 
So, with 
neither cremation nor burial, what are 
they to do with the remains of their dead ? 
On Malabar hill, the highest ground in the 
suburbs of Bombay, surrounded by a lofty 
wall, and carefully guarded, is the Parsee 
cemetery or mortuary. 
Leaving the city 
we climbed the hill by a winding road lead­ 
ing through a charming grove of palms, 
aud past beautiful bungalows aad villas, 
with an enchanting view of the city, 
island and sea behind ns. 
At length 
we reached the abode of death. 
Over 
the great gateway in large letters we read, 
“ None but Parsees can enter here !” 
For 
200 years no European had ever set foot 
within that inclosure. 
But a few years 
eince the Prince of Wales uDsealed the en­ 
trance, and now by proper influence trav­ 
elers can obtain a pass. 
Thus we were 
privileged to enter the strange place. 
En­ 
tering the mysterious inclosnre, on our 
right were the temples where the dead are 
brought to be disrobed and anointed with 
oil. 
Passing these we followed our guide 
up a grand pathway until we were stopped 
by another sign on which we read the 
warning notice “ Stop here ! ” 
We were 
within fifty yards of the tower now in nse. 
Looking around we counted five great, 
round, stone towers known 33 “ Towers of 
Silence.” 
These circular structures are 
built of large white stones, and are per­ 
fectly plain on the outside. 
They vary in 
diameter from thirty to sixty feet, and are 
from twenty-five to thirty feet high. 
The 
oldest 
is 200 years 
old, 
and 
is in 
good repair. 
They cost about §100,000 
apiece. 
Each tower h3g an iron door in 
the side, from which a flight of steps on 
the inside leads to the top. 
On the top 
are three circles of grooves or open atone 
receptacles for the dead, the outer one for 
men, the middle one for women and the 
inner one for children. 
In the center of 
the tower is a deep well or pit reaching 
from the top to below the bottom. Around 
the outer edge c¿ the top is a atone para­ 
pet, which gives greater seclusion to the 
dead. 
At the gate of the cemetery the 
funeral processions are met by the priests, 
who take the remains first to the temple, 
then to the tower. 
The bodies of the 
dead are placed in the stone grooves on the 
top of the tower, and left, without a par­ 
ticle of clothing, to be devoured by the 
great flocks of hungry vultures and other 
carnivorous birds, which sit perched on 
the towers and trees waiting for a feast. 
The moment the priests leave the re­ 
mains 
the 
gluttonous 
birds 
swoop 
down 
upon 
their 
victim, 
screaming 
and 
quarreling 
as 
they tear it 
to 
pieces. 
Within an hour every particle of 
flesh is torn from the skeleton, and the 
Parsee interment is complete. 
The naked 
bones are left to dry aud bleach in the sun 
and wind for a few days, then they are 
carefully gathered up and thrown into the 
deep well in the center of the tower. 
We 
entered the cemetery about 9 o’clock in 
the morning. 
Already three bodies had 
been placed in the tower, and half a hun. 
dred greedy vultures had gorged themselves 
with human flesh, and were sitting stupid 
and satiated, lazily waiting for another 
ghastly meal. 
The Parsees defend this 
mode of disposing of the dead on sanitary 
grounds, especially in large cities, and look 
with disgust on other customs. 
But give 
us the Bible method of burial, and the 
grave for our departed, with the dear old 
formula, “ Earth to earth, ashes to ashes, 
dust to dust.” 
Following our Savior into 
the tomb we have the glad hope of a glo­ 
rious resurrection.—[Rev. S. Brown, in 
Troy Times. 


SUN SPOTS AND STORMS. 


Transcript. 


Daring the past three years the coinci­ 
dence of sun storms aud earth storms has 
been so accurate that it now seems safe to 
assume that they have the relation of cause 
and effect. 
For more than three months 
the most violent storms have raged on the 
sun, and for that period tornadoes and 
thunder-storms of the greatest violence 
have been of daily occurrence. 
The loss 
of life aDd propertj’ has been appalling. 
But this is merely preliminary to a state- 
mént of facts which seem to demonstrate 
more fully the direct influence of the sun 
storms upon our meteorology. 
List No­ 
vember an observer at Rochester observa­ 
tory made a series of three photographs of 
the sun during the period when an enor­ 
mous solar storm was a stoppage of tele­ 
graphic communication over the entire 
globe. 
The first negative, giving an image 
of the sun 
inches in diameter, was 
taken when the great sun spot had just be­ 
come visible by solar rotation. 
Tae black 
vortex and seething biliows of intense 
white light were then greatly foreshort­ 
ened and were not turned directly toward 
the earth. 
The sun wa3 quits low in the 
couth, and the rays came to the sensitive 
photographic plate in a slanting direction 
through our atmosphere. 
The chemical 
action of the light on the plate was not 
very energetic, except in the region about 
the sun spot, and the resnlt was what pho­ 
tographers call a thin negative. 
A day 
later the storm region had been turned to­ 
ward the earth, and the great spot could 
be Been with the naked eye. 
A negative 
taken that day showed the most energetic 
chemical action the observer had ever wit­ 
nessed in his experience as a photographer 
of the sun. The negative was so dense and 
black that it required two days to get a 
photograph print from it in full sunlight. 
Clouds prevented the taking of another 
negative until three days had passed. 
In 
this interval the great electric storm oc­ 
curred. 
The third negative showed an en­ 
tire change in the form of the spot. It had 
spread out and broken up into a group of 
spots all surrounded by the wildtst com­ 
motion in the luminous envelope, 
This 
negative was blackened over tho entire 
disk of the sun, giving another exhibition 
of the highest energy in the chemical ac­ 
tion of the solar rays. 
This remarkable 
exhibition cf the chemical power of the sun 
storm was duly noted and time went on. 
Negatives taken after the great sun spot 
had disappeared showed no such action 
although the photographic plate was of the 
same quality. 
A box of the same plates 
prepared at the time of the first exposures 
mentioned remained over until this sum­ 
mer. 
Two negatives were made on the 
29ch of June when the great solar disturb­ 
ance of recent date was at its hight. 
The 
central portion of the sun’s disk was 
sprinkled with spots, and on the east the 
great spot which could be seen with the 
naked eye spread itself out. 
The negative 
showed the most energetic chemical action 
in the rays proceeding from the vicinity of 
the solar disturbance. 
These regions made 
their mark on tho plate, rendering the neg­ 
ative about them much darker than on tha 
other portions of the disk. 
But there wa9 
not such an entire blackening of the plate 
as in November. In fact the eloctric storm 
which followed the advent of the last dis­ 
turbance was not so great as that of No­ 
vember. 
Bat the two sets of negatives 
show conclusively that the chemical action 
of the solar ray is more energetic during 
sun storms than at other times. 
This be­ 
ing established, it follows that the whole 
earth must be effected by such conditions. 
The remarkable meteorology of the year is 
accounted for. 
And until the sun storms 
disappear th9 earth storms will continue 
with more or less violence.— [Rochester 
Democrat. 


B e w a re o» I n k P e n c ils ,—The New 
York Times utters a word of caution about 
the ink pencils which have come so much 
into vogue lately. 
It says : 
A most use­ 
ful implement to the business man, this 
innocent looking pencil can be easily con­ 
verted into a treacherous friend, and on 
no consideration should be U9ed to write 
the signature of any one. 
The composi­ 
tion of the pencil is a peculiar combina­ 
tion, highly poisonous in itself, and— 
herein lies the danger to signature writers 
—competent to give off two or more im­ 
pressions on damped paper—not tissue pa­ 
per, be it understood, but ordinary writing 
paper. 
Attention was directed to this pe­ 
culiarity by an astute official of a mercan­ 
tile bank, and subsequent experiments 
proved the easy practicability of making 
a clear copy of the filling in of a check 
with this ink pencil. 
First the writing of 
the check is transferred npside down, of 
course, to a slip of damped paper, and 
from that transferred right side up to 
another slip of damped psper. 
Tested 
recently in the care of a check written 
with the ink pencil and sent in from the 
country, simple hand preiture obtained a 
very perfect copy of the 
transferable 
parts of the document.

They had no fear of robbery, except by the 
Italian laborers who every year pass over 
into Corsica in search of work, just as the 
Irish pass over, or used to pass over, into 
England.

He had stolen the dress of a priest. 
He 
was hopeless of escapa, and he urged them 
to give him up, and so to gain the large 
reward that is -always paid for the cap­ 
ture 
of

prisoner. 
He 
would 
go 
with 
them, 
he 
said, 
to 
the 
near­ 
est gen d arm e. 
This they would not 
do. 
He had come under their roof, 
and had eaten their food, and they would 
not be suspected of betraying him. 
In the 
morning he went away very early, and 
they never learned what became of him. 
A priest who came from one of the inland 
villages spoke in much the same way of 
the hospitality of the peasantry. 
“Wher­ 
ever you go,” he said to us, “ if you are in 
need of food, you can ask for it at the first 
cottago you com e to. 
If the cottager has 
only enough for himself, he will give it to 
you, and give it with pride. 
Only be 
careful about one thing. 
Do not insult 
him by offering him money. 
Offer him 
your hand, and nothing more. 
Should he

MOLECULAR 
VIBRATIONS. 


No soientific doctrine is more generally 
believed than that of the conservation of 
force. The great students of nature aimost 
unit^rtally accept it. 
So many old and 
eredm* theories have been overturned 
that advanced thinkers are prepared to see 
this one share such a fate. 
This is a possi­ 
bility only ; the theory is considered emi­ 
nently a proved and true one. 
Briefly 
stated it amounts to this : In the universe 
there íb no natural power known to us that 
can create or destroy force. 
All that man 
can do is to transform it and change the 
form of its manifestations. 
Whenever 
force becomes manifest to us, we can trace 
it back to anterior forms. 
It never ap­ 
pears spontaneously generated, and from 
no origin. 
Heat, one form of force, can be 
changed into useful efforts. 
It is assumed 
to represent au intense vibration of the 
molecules. 
The minute heat vibrations of 
the molecules, which create impulses infi­ 
nite iu number, and, considering the size 
of the molecules, of almoBt infinite force, 
can be lengthened and made to coalesce 
iuto a single prolonged effort. 
A cubic inch of water may be heated, by 
the combustion of carbon, until the repul­ 
sive force amoDg its vibrating .molecules 
has developed, and the paths of vibration 
have been increased to twelve times their 
former length. 
Tnus steam is produced. 
The steam may be admitted into a cylinder, 
under a close-fitting piston, which it will 
raise until the space under the piston is of 
one cubic foot volume. 
If the steam is al­ 
lowed to condense, the piston wi'l return. 
The minute vibrations of the molecules, 
too small to be measured, or fully con­ 
ceived of, have been joined together so as 
to produce a single wave of a foot front, it 
may be, and of a foot altitude. 
The first 
phase of an oscillation is represented in 
the rise of the piston ; its descent repre­ 
sents the second. 
The motion of the pis­ 
ton only renders the expansion of the wa­ 
ter into steam visible in its effects. 
The 
true transformation of power was anterior 
to all this. 
The proximate origin of the 
force was the combustion of the fuel. 
The chemical affinity of carbon for oxy­ 
gen was called upon. 
These two elements 
were made to unite. They rushed together 
with very great yet measured velocity. A3 
molecule of carbon came against molecule 
of oxygen, it was split up into atoms, and 
immediately combined with the oxygen. 
Under the effects of the atomic concussion 
the newly-formed molecule of carbon di­ 
oxide started into vibration. 
The vibra­ 
tion was one of that oharaoter which af­ 
fects our nerves with the sensation called 
heat. 
The myriad of vibrations was im­ 
parted to the cubic inch of water, and a 
measure of their amount arrived at. 
It 
came to some 2 000 foot-pounds. 
This, it must be remembered, is theory, 
and unproved except by analogy. 
The re­ 
semblance between the phenomena of 
sound and her.t is very great. 
Both can 
be reflected and refracted ; both can start 
from a center and be radiated through 
space, in accordance with identical laws. 
Sound is unquestionably due to vibrations. 
They can bo seen by the unassisted eye. 
Such are the vibrations of a long string or 
luning-fork. 
From the analogies between 
the phenomen v of sound and heat, the 
conclusion is drawn that heat is also due to 
vibrations. 
W e reach thas a true conception of the 
theory. 
Heat vibrations are invisible. 
They have been invented by scientists to 
explain existing phenomena. 
The proof of 
their existence is an analogical one on ly; 
and analogy has so often failed that the 
whole theory is provisional. 
The proba­ 
bility of the existence of the vibrations is 
founded on their capability to explain 
known facts. 
As soon as a discordance is 
shown they must be abandoned by the 
theorizer. 
As soon as such discordance 
between their existence and the phenomena 
of nature is shown, the proof and proba­ 
bility of their existence vanishes. 
The weakness of any attempt to seek 
among molecular vibrations for a new 
source of force is thus very evident. They 
are not absolutely known to exist, and may 
at any time be discredited, and a new the­ 
ory be adopted. To take such an unproved 
and unknown quantity as a reservoir of 
new and hitherto undiscovered power is 
going beyonds the bounds of analogy or 
probability.—[Cor. Scientific American.

HOW 
TO CURE STAMMERING. 


Probably no human infirmity has been 
the object of such diverse or such Wander­ 
ing and unscientific treatment. 
Even so 
good a surgeon as Dsfenbach cut wedges 
out of the tongue of the patient; Itard 
made them speak, holding a gold fork in 
their mouth ; Serres advised a waving mo­ 
tion of the arms duripg speech ; Bertrand 
caused them to regulate the words to a 
rhythmical motion of the fingers, or to 
keep time to a stick, as in the orchestra. 
He also placed substances in the mcnth. 
This had been done centuries ago by De­ 
mosthenes, according to that anveracioua 
gossip, Plutarch. 
These might be termed 
mechanical attempts at cure. Next to them 
came (in the lecture of which this is a 
condensation) musical methods, and the 
foremost among them being singing; it 
being well known that many confirmed 
stammerers siDg with perfect articulation. 
Secondly, a so-called secret method, which 
consisted in either whispering or speaking 
in a gruff, unmelodious tone. Thirdly, the 
very opposite of this, as recommended by 
Marchali Hall, namely, chanting or mono­ 
toning. 
Fourthly, preceding all abrupt 
and consonantal sounds by a vowel such as 
E, recommended by Arnott. 
Fifthly, the 
plan of running all the words of a long 
sentence into one, and thus acquiring as it 
were an articulatory momemtum. 
Intel­ 
lectual or rational methods brought the 
lecture to a close. 
First amoDg these is 
pausing and deliheratencss 
Tbe stam­ 
merer may be compared, mechanically, to 
a steamship which overruns her crow, and 
is treated similarly. 
.Secondly, the imita- 
tation of good 
models, 
by 
reading 
in unison with 
an articulate speaker. 
Thirdly, 
and 
perhaps 
best 
of 
all, 
prefacing every 
sentence 
by a 
deep 
breath, which relaxes all the muscles of 
speech, and 
enables 
them 
to 
start 
fairly one against another. 
Fourthly, 
a plan was suggested which had suc­ 
ceeded admirably in the lecturer's experi­ 
ence—namely, that of learning a new lan­ 
guage. 
For this purpose, none was better 
than French. 
Its pronunciation is so 
thoroughly different from that of English 
that it requires and establishes a totally 
new co-ordination of muscles. 
Moreover, 
its mode of habitual acquirement is entire­ 
ly different from that of English. 
Any­ 
one who will watch a French child just 
rising out of infancy, must notice that, 
whereas the character of aa English child’s 
speech is “ smudging” and confusion, the 
other’s is slow, pompous and deliberate. 
It is not till later in 
life that the 
French acquire that lightning-like rapidity 
of speech which is the terror of foreigners; 
while young, they apeak well and slowly. 
The third lecture ended with a few direc­ 
tions how to proceed in a case of stammer­ 
ing, and some suggestions as to the pros­ 
pect of cure. 
As to tbe former, it is obvi­ 
ously desirable to examine carefully for the 
exact seat and the exciting cause of the 
defect, most of the systems in vogue having 
erred by exaggerating a particular treat­ 
ment to the exclusion of others equally 
admissible. 
As to the latter, there is no 
doubt that stammering can be cured. This 
was proved by such instances as Demos­ 
thenes, Wilberforce and Kingsley. 
But it 
was equally proved by the three names 
thus enumerated that to conquer the vi­ 
cious habit requires no amount of patience, 
ability and determination.—[London Na­ 
ture. 


A FLOATING 
CHURCH. 


There have often been missionary ships 
and floating churches, but it has been re­ 
served for tbe Catholic Bishop of Para and 
Amazonas to propose to combine the two 
by building a large missionary church to 
ply with steam upon the Amazon. 
The 
Tablet gives the following glowing account 
of the Bishop’s suggestion : 
“ The float­ 
ing church will be dedicated wholly and 
exclusively to missionary purposes. 
It 
will be built by the most skilled artificers 
of Europe, and superbly decorated and 
adorned. 
The rarest and most precious 
woods with which the Amazonian valley 
abounds, fine in grain and varied in color, 
will wainscot the sacred interior. 
At 
one 
end will shine 
forth 
the altar, 
with its gilded reredos and glittering tab­ 
ernacle, containing the mo3t blessed sacra­ 
ment and surrounded with the usual orna­ 
ments and tapers. 
This new floating 
cathedral—this ‘ Basilio-a naval ’—will of 
course possess its pulpit and confessional, 
its organ and baptismal font, and all the 
ornaments of church furniture requisite, 
not merely for the decent, but even for the 
solemn and splendid exercise of Catholic 
rites. 
In the lower portion of the ship a 
suitable room or cabin will be prepared for 
the Ordinary of the diocese, and a suffi­ 
cient number for the priests attached to 
the missionary ship, as well as the usual 
accommodations for the necessary sailors 
and naval officers. 
The whole structure 
will be dedicated, as soon aa completed, to 
the blessed sacrament, and will be called 
Christopher (or Chriat-bearer). 
Propelled 
by steam, and drawing but little water, it 
will carry the zealous missionaries along 
the 
great 
natural 
highways 
of 
the 
most 
distant 
parts 
of 
the 
country—as far as Bolivia and Peru, Ecua­ 
dor, and Colombia, and Venezuela, and 
even to the more distant European colonies 
of Guiana. 
The dulcet sounds of the 
swelling organs accompanying the soft, 
sonorous chant of the priests will spread 
over the tranquil surface of the river, and 
give notice of 
the approach of Christ, 
‘ ambulans super aquas.’ From time to 
time the good fathers will stop at conven­ 
ient places, where the people will be col­ 
lected to receive instruction and exhorta­ 
tion, where their children will be baptized, 
and where all who desire it will have an 
opportunity, now scarcely ever afforded, of 
going to confession and holy communion. 
Masa will be celebrated with much pomp 
and circumstance within the hallowed pre­ 
cincts of the anchored church, and ali 
will be invited to attend. 
After a time 
regular stations will probably be formed 
from one extremity of the gigantic river to 
the other, which will be visited at certain 
stated intervals.”—[Tall Mall Gazette. 


AGRICULTURAL 
NOTES. 


The Gridley Herald says that William 
Lagan, a farmer at Dibble Creek, has been 
testing a new variety of wheat, known as 
Pride of England, which he obtained from 
Yolo county. 
He sowed eight acres of 
ground with this grain, and the yield was 
about forty-five bushels to the acre. 
A species of saw fly (Tenthredidinid®) 
has made its appearance in Ohio, as a new 
destructive pest upon wheat. 
Professor 
Riley saya there is no record of this insect 
becoming a pest upon grain before, and he 
has procured specimens of the larvae and is 
investigating the habits of the newcomer. 
Tbe new tariff bill removes the duties 
from apples, peaches, and plums, green or 
dried, and from berries of all sorts. 
The 
tariff on vegetables, including tomatoes, 
remains at 10 per cent. 
On oraDges in 
boxes of two and a half cubic feet, it is re­ 
duced to 25 cents, specific ; lemons and 
limes, 30 cents. 
W. Ls Vale, a French gentleman, who 
was once connected with a beet sugar es­ 
tablishment in Canada, has succeeded in 
organizing a company of English capital­ 
ists for the manufacture of sugar from 
beets, at some point in Minnesota. 
The 
machinery has been purchased in Europe, 
and is now on its way here. 
French 
peasants have been engaged to carry on 
the cultivation ef the beets. 
The com­ 
pany has large capital and still larger ex­ 
pectations. 
Everything will be in readi­ 
ness for operations next Spring. 
Manger & Avery’s Eastern circular, just 
issued, in relation to prices of wool, says : 
“ Considerable California and Oregon wool 
has been reported sold, a large portion 
probably ‘ to arrive.’ The San Francisco 
market] keeps steady, the bulk of the 
wools being bought by Eastern manufac­ 
turers or their agents. 
Defective wools 
are accumulating on the coast. 
The sales 
in the wool market during the past ten 
days have been considerably larger than at 
any time daring the past three months. 
Manufacturers who have not stopped their 
machinery have reduced their stocks to a 
minimum, and have been tempted by the 
inducements offered by sellers to take hold 
The future of the wool market depends on 
the state of the wool goods trade, which, 
from the aspect of things to-day, is not at 
all * boomiDg.’ ”

ALL SORTS OF ITEMS. 


Chairs and camp stools as used by un­ 
dertakers in funerals, who take these seats 
from place to place, are rightly viewed by 
the Scientific American as disseminators of 
disease, and it with nearly equal reason 
deprecates the carrying around of the ice 
boxes from house to house. 
The well-known Parisian editor, M. 
Meigno, has written a paper on tbe syn­ 
thesis of the heavens and the earth. 
In 
this he makes the deduction that every­ 
thing originated from ether, which first 
generated hydrogen. 
To an impulsation of 
ether he attributes the existence through­ 
out the universe of the action of gravita­ 
tion. 
Mr. Routledge held lately at a scien­ 
tific meeting that the paper trade was 
probably the one which turned to Immedi­ 
ate use more waste products than any 
other. 
In it was utilized cotton, flax, 
hemp and jute waste, and old ropes and 
canvas ragB. 
In fact the paper manufact­ 
urer could turn to profitable purpose any 
vegetable fiber. 
The nature of tbe bite of the leech has 
been examined by M. Carlet. He detached 
the animal from the shaved shin of a rabbit 
at different stages. 
Suppose a scarifier 
with three toothed and equidistant blades 
withdrawing from one another while they 
press into the skin, and operating several 
times successively in the same place ; this 
gives a pretty exact idea of the mechanism. 
The stage heard looks as much like a 
beard that grew there as a cow’s tail would 
if tied to the bronze dog on the front 
porch. 
When yon tie a heavy beard on a 
yonng actor whose whole soul would he 
chnrned up if he smoked a full-fledged ci­ 
gar, he looks about as savage as a bowl of 
mush and milk struck with a club.—[Mon­ 
tana Gazette. 
“ Now, my dear,” Baid a Hartford man 
recently, “ you have made tbe sleeves 
of this shirt too^wful short. 
I never can 
wear it in tbe world.” 
“ Well, I’m sorry ;

If a supper is to be missed, or extra de­ 
mand made on the system, as some day in 
harvest titpe, the proportion of meal may 
be advantageomly increased to one half or 
three quarters of a pound. 
Experiments have been nrane by M. Le- 
forte on the production of vowels and 
whispered speech. 
Air is blown into a 
cavity of variable capacity, open and clos- 
able at tbe upper part. 
The EOund3 char­ 
acteristic of vowels are thus produced. 
The author claims to prove the vowels are 
not timbres (as generally taught); they are 
notes of different hights of the instrument 
of speech (quite distinct from the vocal in­ 
strument). 
Various timbres may be com­ 
municated to them by action of the mus­ 
cles of the organ of voice. 
“ Mr. Katz,” says a Philadelphia paper, 
“is an accomplished linguist, speaking sev­ 
eral languages with ease and fluency.” We 
have heard members of his family on the 
back fence, and hav9 no doubt as to the 
ease and fluency with which they indulge 
their linguistic 
accomplishments. 
We 
never were able to understand any of the 
languages in which they are eo proficient, 
and no respectable paper would care to 
publish the language which their perform­ 
ance calls forth from the audience.—[Bos­ 
ton Post. 
Speaking of the proposed Sahara sea, 
Dr. Bodichon, of Algiers, in a pamphlet 
just published, deprecates the formation of 
a vast inland salt water lake “ til! we find 
out to a certainty whether the salt water 
thus introduced may not penetrate to the 
fresh water sources underground and de­ 
prive us of the nies^s of obtaining artesian 
wells,” etc. 
The writer also makes many 
curious observations concerning what, in 
his opinion, is the great taste for practical 
science in the nineteenth oentury, namely, 
the civilization of the Sahara and neces­ 
sary changes of climate by artificial means. 
Beer consumption, says the Lancet, in 
the hospitals of Paris, seems to have in­ 
creased to such an extent that the bever­ 
age had become a very serious charge upon 
the budget. 
Without warning, the medi­ 
cal staff found the supply suddenly cut off 
by the order of M. Quentin, the Director- 
General of the Assistance Publique. Beer 
is now only to be got for the patients by 
moans of extraordinary prescriptions from 
the medical officers under surveillance of 
the central administration. 
Looking at 
the havoc done by typhoid fever in Paris, 
the Lancet concludes, and believing in the 
water carriage of this disease, that the rea­ 
son is very apparent why beer came into 
such general use that the Director-General 
thought fit to style its enormous use an 
abuse. 


T om atoes.—Tomatoes, as a vegetable, 
says Thurlow Weed in his autobiography, 
were first grown in western New York in 
1S25. 
They were introduced by Mr. Tou- 
sey, an old gentleman retired from busi­ 
ness, who passed his winters in Virginia 
and his summers in Rochester. 
When he 
came north in the epring of 1S25 he brought 
tomato seed with him which he planted at 
Rochester, and during its growth was con­ 
stantly talking of its great excellence and 
healthfulnees. 
When his tomatoes were 
ready for the table he invited several gen­ 
tlemen to dine with him at Christopher’s 
Hotel. 
We were quite incredulous regard­ 
ing the virtues of our friend’s specific. 
Some had known them as "love-apples,” 
growing wild, but of no value or use. 
At 
first the tomato was found palatable to 
none of the party. 
This surprised and an­ 
noyed our host, who ate them with great 
gusto ; but subsequently, when Mr. Tou- 
sey sent fully ripe tomatoes to his friends, 
our tastes changed, and before the season 
was over we became very fond of them. 
In 1S30, after I removed to Albany, I in­ 
quired for tomatoes, but was told at the 
market that they were not prodnced by the 
vegetable gardeners, and had never been 
sold in that market. I induced the market 
gardener of whom I purchased vegetables 
to send to New York for tomatoes. 
He 
did so, bat found during that season but 
two customers, namely, the late Julius 
Rhoades and myself.

Very few of our citizens possess informa­ 
tion, other than traditional, of the mode of 
travel between Albany and the western 
part of New York even as late as 1S24. 
Those who step into a railway car at Al­ 
bany at 7 o’clock in the morning, and step 
out to get their dinner at Rochester at 2 
o’clock p. m., will find it difficult to believe 
that within the memory of by no means 
the “ oldest inhabitants” it required, in 
muddy seasons of the year, seven nights’ 
and six days’ constant traveling in stages 
to accomplish the same journey. 
And yet 
that was my own experience in April, 1824. 
We left Albany at S o’clock in the evening, 
and traveled diligently for seven nights 
and six days. 
The road from Albany to 
Schenectady, 
with 
the 
exception 
of 
two 
or 
three 
miles, 
was 
in 
a 
horrible 
condition; 
and 
that 
west 
of 
Schenectady, 
until 
we 
reached 
“ Tripes” or “ Tribes H ill,” still worse. 
For a few miles, in the vicinity of the 
Palatine church, there was a gravelly read, 
over which the driver could raise a trot; 
but this was a luxury experienced in but 
few localities, and those “ far between.” 
Passengers walked, to ease the coach, sev­ 
eral miles each day and each night. 
Al­ 
though they did not literally carry rails on 
their shoulders, to pry tbe coach out of 
rats, they were frequently called upon to 
use rails for that purpose. 
Such snail- 
paced movements and such discomforts in 
travel would be regarded as unendurable 
now. 
And yet passengers were patient, 
and some of them even cheerfnl. under all 
those delays and annoyances. 
That, how­ 
ever, was an exceptional passage. 
It was 
only when we had “ horrid bad” roads 
that stages “ drew their 
slow lengths 
along.”—[From Thurlow Weed’s 
Auto­ 
biography. 


T h e 
E m e a ct

V a c c in a t io n.—In 
the last century, before vaccination was 
discovered, the mortality from small-pox 
was 3,000 per million. 
With voluntary 
vaccination the proportion was reduced to 
000 per million, state-a'ded vaccLaiion re­ 
duced it to 305, and compulsory vaccina- 
tiou brought it down to 140. 
It is not 
necessary to attribute this vast and bene- 
ficient reduction in the virulence of a loath­ 
some and dreaded disease entirely to vac­ 
cination ; sanitation may be credited with 
its fair share, bat its share is limited, and 
can, as Sir Lyon Playfair showed, be de­ 
termined with reasonable precision ; while 
the reduction in the prevalence of small­ 
pox concurrently with successive increases 
in the stringency with which vaccination 
has 
been 
enforced 
establishes 
a pre­ 
sumption 
in 
favor 
of 
vaccination 
so strong as to amount in the minds of 
reasonable men to practical certainty. 
So 
much for the argument that vaccination is 
no protection against small-pox. 
As for 
the statemeut that vaccination may iu cer­ 
tain eases induce other diseases, it must be 
admitted that in rare and exceptional cases 
sucn communication has taken place. Bat 
the evil effects due to this cause cannot for 
a moment be compared to the infinitely 
greater beneficial effects due to vaccination 
when unaccompanied by any such effects. 
Whero 3,000 persons in 1,000,000 would 
have died of small-pox in the last century, 
only 19C out of 1,000.000 will die in the 
present day, and probably not one out of 
1,000,000 of vaccinated persons ever euf. 
iers any evil effects from imprudent or in­ 
fected vaccination. 
Even if the propor­ 
tion can be shown to be far greater, that 
is only a reason for greater care and cau­ 
tion in the practice of vaccination, and af­ 
fords no ground w h atev er for abandoning 
the practice altogether.—[London Times. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


Experiments in drying potatoes iu frnit 
evapoiators and dryers have been success­ 
fully made in Montecito valley, San Ber­ 
nardino. The drying of potatoes for market 
is not a new discovery, but a more general 
adaptation of such process by our people 
would be productive of much saving to 
farmers, both through the 
commercial 
value of the article and as a measure of 
preventing a loss for the want of amarket.

At the annnai meeting of the Executive 
Committee of the Na’ional Union L \igue, 
held at the Continental Hotei, in Pnilaiel- 
phii. March 24, 1833. the following resolu- 
ti m was adopted : " líesofved, 1 hat a com- 
tnittee of three be app-irdei by the Chair, to 
prepare and issue .m address to the people .n 
the politic .1 situation of the country,” and 
the undersigned tvere appointed such com* 
mi'tee.

We enter unoa the doty thus presen he, 
with heaitati o, and a profound fetiiag of in­ 
ability to do jortice thereto. 
Entering as the Republican party has soon 
to do in many of the States of the Union 
upon political campaigns, fraught with mighty 
consequences as affecting the future of the 
country, it is the hope of the National^Coun­ 
cil of the Union Loague that the spirit of 
dissension and bitterness which has been rife 
in Bome sections of the Tj nion during the past 
few yearF, may die away and be forgotten. 
There is no section of the Republican party 
whose advent to power in the States and the 
nation would be as dissstrous to the bast in­ 
terests of the country as would that of the 
Democratic party. There is no shade of 
ooinion Held by any respectable number of 
R: publicans in the United States that does 
not. breathe the spirit of liberty, of progress, 
and of good government in a fuller and better 
sense than the best utterance, the best inspi­ 
ration, andtb best sentiment of the Demo­ 
cratic party of to-day. Paramount to all 
considerations of personal aggrandizement or 
the advancement of factions, is the demand 
the country wakes noon the Republican 
party to see to it that the reins of govern­ 
ment bo not wrested from its hoods. 
Therefore it is tha», reiterating the utter­ 
ances of our coT.stiturnts, we appeal to the 
Republicans of the country that factions 
cease among them, that the potent voice of 
the people speak to the waves of discard 
everywhere, and command them to he stitl.

flag of the nation despised abroad ana de­ 
graded and powerless at home. The Demo­

There is to be a large slaughtering and 
canning establishment at Miles City, M. T. 
Twi-nty-two new cells will be added to 
the Oregon State Prison. There are already 
thirty-eight. 
The “slogging” fever his reached Fresno. 
Joshua J. Cole issues a challenge to a soft- 
glove ma*ch with any one in the county. 
Baker T. Bryan, a farmer at Biggs, Cal., 
has sloped and left his creditors in the 
lurch. 
His indebtedness is about §2,000. 
The Livingston (M. T.) Board of Trade 
hzs petitioned Villard and Lamborn to 
have a good hotel erected at the Gem City, 
The dry, hot weather continues in British 
Columbia. 
There has been no rain in two 
months. 
Forest tires are raging every­ 
where. 
About three acres of grain on the farm 
of Simmons & Thur:-ion, on the lower di­ 
vision of Rjbsrts Island, were burned on 
Tuesday. 
Ia tha mountains near the Cnyaima val­ 
ley, petrified oyster shells have been found 
three to four thousand feet above the level 
of the sea. 
There ia a squaw at Sheridan from Grand 
Ronde, Or , wtifi ia afflicted with what is 
pronounced by competent judges to be gen­ 
uine Kanaka leprosy. 
Twelve soldiers who recently deserted 
from Fort Maginnis, M. T., are 3aid to 
have taken to the road and organized as a 
band of horse thieves. 
It is thought that about twelve Sir 
Knights and their families will constitute 
the Butte (M. T.) delegation to the Trien­ 
nial Conclave in San Francisco. 
The fires on the shores of Vancouver 
lake, W. T., a conple of weeks ago, in­ 
vaded the logging camps, burning over 
large tracts in the camps on the Goddard, 
LaBelle and Anderson places, doing con­ 
siderable damage.

SCIENTIFIC 
A N D 
M EC H A N IC A L. 


Imitation o' ground glass can be easily 
produced by dissolving about twe table- 
«poonfuls of Epsom salts in a pint of lager 
beer, and painting the glass with the mixt­ 
ure. 
When it is dry the glass will appear 
a3 if frosted, and the effect is very satis­ 
factory. 
According to Radz’szeweky, the luminous 
auimals, 
like 
Pelagia noctiluca, Berue 
ovatus, etc., owe this fact to a peculiar fat 
that they contain. 
These little animals do 
not give light when at rest, but when 
stimulated give a quick Hash of monochro­ 
matic light resembling lightning. 
Rust can be removed from small screws, 
etc., that are too small for holding against 
an emery-wheel, by attrition. 
Take, say, 
one pound of screws, and place them in a 
box ; a cigar box will do. 
Put a small 
quantity of oil on them, and shake for 
another minute or so, and then sift the 
sawdust from the screws in a fine sieve, 
when the screws will be found to be as 
good as new. 
At the Nuremberg exhibition waB shown 
a novel nee of bricks of corks. 
These 
bricks hxve only been used for bnilding 
purposes on account of their lightness and 
isolating properties, but they are also em­ 
ployed as a covering for boilers, and are 
said to excel even asbestos in preventing 
the radiation of heat. 
They are stated to 
be very cheap, being prepared of email 
corks, reíase and isolating cement. 
A technical exchange says : The art of 
making Vasa Murrhina, the famous glass- 
work of Egyptian or Tyrian origin, which 
was lost for 2,000 years, has at last been 
discovered, and this glass is now being 
made and introduced as centers for decora­ 
tion and for panels, tiles, etc. 
In the 
restoration of th¡3 loBt art we have a 
decorating 
material 
which, 
from its 
adaptability and beauty will be much 
sought for. 
This revival, which com­ 
menced at Murara, has spread to this 
country, and it is understood that a fac­ 
tory for the manufacture of this glass is to 
bs started in Chicago. 
A contemporary gives the following 
notes : JohD Raymond, of Scranton, Pa., 
died m that city September 22,1832, at the 
advanced age of 87 years. 
Mr. Raymond 
built the first mile of railroad in America 
for the commercial use of steam locomo­ 
tives. 
The track was on the Delaware and 
Hudson Canal Company’s road, between 
Honesdale and Carbondale, 
Pa. 
The 
first locomotive used was the Stone- 
bridge Lion, built in England. 
The engi­ 
neer was Horatio Allen, now living at East 
Orange, at the advanced age of 90 years. 
The first run locomotives on the Honesdale 
road was made Angus^ 28, 1S29, bat this 
was not the first trial of an engine in this 
country. 
Tee engine was put together at 
the West Point foundry, foot of Beech 
street, in this city, and was there tested 
August 8, 1S29, on a trial track about two 
and a half miles in length. 
This was also 
made with Mr. Allen as engineer.

Description of the arches to be Erected 
for the Conclave—The Work Begun. 


¡ [San F rancisco B u lletin , A u g u st 3d.] 
This morning the work of constructing 
the arches for the Triennial Conclave was 
begun. 
The arch of Welcome, upon which 
work wae begun this morning, will be 
erected over Montgomery street at the 
junction with Post. 
It will be one main 
arch spanning the street (100 feet) and 40 
feet wide and 50 feet high, inside of 
arch supported upon sixteen columns and 
pilasters 
with 
imposts, all supported 
upon pedestals,with four knights, life size, 
in full armor, swords drawn silutarie. 
The capital and melding courses will be all 
ornamental in foliage, with shields and col­ 
ors, resting directly over knights, dividing 
panel from niche. 
Twelve of the columns 
will be engaged, with ornamented capitals 
in foliage, forming panels supported upon 
pedestals 
and 
columnation; spandrels 
and 
panels 
ornamented 
with 
coats 
of 
arms, 
shields, 
instruments 
of 
war, 
foliage 
and 
scrolls, 
on which 
are ornamented entablature and pediments. 
The tympanum will illustrate practical 
Masonry, the frieze bearing the inscription 
“ Welcome I Welcome !” Above and rest­ 
ing upon the pediment are acroteria orna­ 
mented and supporting three knights in 
full armor—two in a recumbent position 
and one standing with sword salutaris ; all 
supporting banners with the insignia of 
the order. 
The key of the arch is com­ 
posed of a Maltese cross and cluster of 
American flags ; the soffit of arch is orna­ 
mented with American flags. 
The Grand Encampment arch will be sit­ 
uated on Market street, about 100 feet 
west of Third street. 
It is of Grecian 
architecture, composed of three arches 
combined, two spanning the sidewalks, 
twenty-two feet long, ten feet wide, and 
one spanning the street, 100 feet long, 
forty five feet wide and eighty feet high, 
the minor arches being thirty-five feet high. 
The interior of the three arches are orna­ 
mented with American flags, hanging and 
gathered in festoons and groups.' Knights 
Templars and Grand Encampment insignia 
are to ornament both fronts. Shields,stacks 
of colore of all nations arid coats of arms 
will decorate the superstructure. 
Staffs 
with emblematic banners 10 and 20 feet long 
will rest upon and finish the topmost part 
of the arches. The two minor arches will be 
finished with parapets, which icclosure will 
ba arranged for the distribution of natural 
flowers daring the procession. 
“ Ia Hoc 
Signo Vinces” will bo in gold letters on 
the facias of the larger arch. 
The pane’s 
in spandrels of both major and minor 
arches will be covered with emblems, 
scrowls and foliage. 
The arches will be 
supported upon twenty columns 24 feet 
high, from and including bases and caps. 
Tne acroterinm upon the apex of the main 
arch is 80 feet high anil will support the 
cross of the Grand Master, which is to be 
10 feet high. 
Plans for two mere arches have been 
prepared, but contracts for their erection 
have not been made yet. 
One, if erect­ 
ed, will be on Market street, opposite 
the Baldwin Hotel, and the other one Btili 
further weet. 
According to the plans the 
memorial arch will be of the Gothic 
etyle 
of 
architecture, 
consisting 
of 
one arch 
100 feet long across Mar­ 
ket street, 40 feet wide and 05 feet high 
inside. 
It is to be supported upon twenty 
four columns 32 feet high, including cap 
itals and base9. The latter will be orna­ 
mented with mouldings and foliage, all 
supporting pinnacles and flying buttresses, 
with suspended angels with widespread 
arms in submission. 
The pinnacles will be 
finished with Maltese crosses and festooned 
with evergreens, immortelles and roses. 
The roster of the dead is on four 
slabs 
beneath 
the 
arch 
enclosing 
a sarcophagus, upon 
which 
knights 
resting on shields 
and 
swords 
are 
at prayer. 
The sarcophagus will be 16 
feet square and 20 feet to the top of the 
helmet of resting knights. 
The overhang­ 
ings are natural immortelles in festoonB, 
suspending and supporting crosses of Past 
Grand Masters. 
The sarcophagus will be 
draped in crape : the soffit of arches and 
over the sarcophagus to be draped in dark 
buntiog. 
All the roses will be arranged in 
the shape of Maltese crosses. 
The roof 
will be entirely covered with dark cloth. 
The Grand Commandery arch will be of 
Norman architecture, 100 feet loag, 40 feet 
wide and 55 feet high to soffit arch, a 
Maltese arch forming the keystone. 
The 
towers are octagonal, 20 feet in diameter 
and 65 feet high, ornamented with knights 
in full armor, ready for service. 
Shields, 
banners and crosses in colors til! the panels 
above the knights, spandrels ornamented 
with emblems, scrolls and foliage. The 
towers will be finished a 1» Bastile, with 
embrasures and machicolations, and in­ 
stead of having guards in the towers each 
one will be filled with stacks of col­ 
ors of all nations, banners on staff* and a 
mounted and full equipped knight—horse 
rampant, sword salutaris, with “ Peace to 
the World ” on hi3 banner. 
The whole 
will be encompassed with festoons of nat­ 
ural flowers, evergreens and rosettes of 
Maltese crosses at every gather of the fea 
toons.
